Section 1. Short title. — ^This act shall be known as 
the forest, fish and game law. 

8 2. Deer, close season. — ^The close season for wild 
deer shall be from November sixteenth to August 
thirty-first both inclusive. No person shall take more 
than two deer in an open season. An owner may 
retake alive, deer which have escaped from his pos- 
session. Deer may be taken alive at any time by the 
commission to restock the state's deer parks. {A$ 
am*d by chap, 599 of the Loads of 1900.) 

I 3. Beer, close season, special. — There shall be no 
open season for wild deer in the counties of Ulster, 
Greene, Sullivan and Delaware before the year nine- 
teen hundred and two. 

S 4. Possession of deer or Tenison. — Wild deer or 
venison shall not be possessed or sold from Novem- 
ber twenty-first to August thirty-first both inclusive. 
Possession thereof from the sixteenth to the twen- 
tieth of November shall be presumptive evidence that 
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the flnime was nnlawfiilly taken by tbe p o wewor. 
{As anfd hy chap. 599 of the Laws of 1900,) 

8 6. Eawns. — ^Fawns in the spotted or red coat shall 
Dot be taken nor shall any part thereof be possessed 
at any time. (As am*d by chap. S66 of the Lo/wa of 1901.) 

8 6. Traps and lights. — No traps, salt lick or other 
device to entrap or entice deer shall be made, set ox 
used, nor shall deer be taken by aid or use thereof. 
No jack-light or other artificial light shall be used in 
taking deer before August fifteenth, nineteen hundred 
and two. 

§ 7. Crusting and yarding. — Deer shall not be 
taken by crusting (so called) or while they are yarded. 

§ 8. Transportation. — Deer or venison killed in thia 
state shall not be transported from or through any 
county, or possessed for that purpose, except as fol- 
lows: One carcass or a part thereof may be trans- 
ported from the county where killed when accom- 
panied by the owner. No person shall transport oi 
accompany more than two deer in any year under 
this section. Possession of deer or venison by a com- 
mon carrier, or by any person in its employ while 
engaged in the business of such common carrier, un- 
accompanied by the owner shall constitute a violation 
of this section by such common carrier. This section 
does not apply to the head, feet or skin of deer if 
carried separately. 

8 9. Houndingy dogs to be killed. — Deer shall not 
be hunted, pursued or killed with any dog or bitch. 
Dogs of the breed commonly used for hunting deer 
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or doc0 that ai« trained to, or will pursue deer, «haU 
not be permitted by the owner or persons harboring 
the same to run at large in or to be taken in the 
forest inhabited by deer or kept or possessed in the 
Adirondack park. If any such dog or bitch be found 
hunting, pursuing or killing deer or running at large 
in forests inhabited by deer, it shall be presamptive 
evidence of a violation of this section by the person 
owning, using, having or harboring sudh dog or 
bitch. Any person may, and it is the duty of every 
game protector to kill a dog or bitch found in the 
Adirondack park or in a deer forest, or pursuing deer 
and no action for damage shall be maintained against 
a person for such killing. (4^ anCd by chap, 5^5 of the 
Laws of 190L) 

S 10. Hounding^, dog^ to be killed, special. — ^The 
provisions of section nine, shall apply to the towns of 
Dresden and Putnam In the county of Washington 
until the year nineteen hundred and seven, instead 
of nineteen hundred and two, as in said section pro- 
vided. 

§ 11. Wild moose, elk, caribou and antelope. — 
There shall be no open season for wild moose, elk, 
caribou or antelope, but they may be brought into the 
state for breeding purposes. The flesh or any por- 
tion of any such animal shall not be possessed sold 
or transported during the close season for deer or 
during the open season for deer unless the animal 
was killed without the state or by the owner thereof 
in a private park within the state during the open 
season for deer. Possession thereof during such open 
season shall be presumptive evidence that it was un- 
lawfully taken by the possessor. The forest, fish and 



game cammission may acquire by gift, purehaae oi 
capture, a frafficieat number of wild moose to stock 
Hie Adirondack region, and may care for, herd and 
yard the same temporarily, and liberate tbem In such 
region at such times and places as it deems most 
condudye to their probable subsistence and increase. 
(As atn'd by chap. IJfl of the Laws of 1901.) 

8 12. Black and gray squirrels. — ^The close season 
for black and gray squirrels shall be from December 
sixteenth to August thirty-first, both inclusive. 

8 12a. Black and gray squirrels, special. — ^The 
clbse season for black and gray squirrels in Greene 
county shall be from December sixteenth to Septem- 
ber thirtieth both inclusiye. {Added by chap, 606 of 
the Laws of 1001.) 

I 13. Hiares and rabbits. — ^The close season for 
hares and rabbits shall be, in the counties of Living- 
ston, Wyoming, Erie, Orange, Schoharie, Monroe, Or- 
leans, Steuben, Albany, Ulster, Dutchess -and Golum> 
bia, from December sixteenth to Augrust thirty-first 
both inclusive; in the counties of Richmond and 
Rockland from December thirty-first to October 
thirty-first both inclusive; in Oneida and Sullivan 
counties from February fifteenth to September fif- 
teenth, both inclusive; in the county of Greene from 
December sixteenth to September thirtieth, both 
inclusive, and in the county of E*ulton from February 
first to October thirty-first both inclusive. Hares and 
rabbits shall not be hunted with ferrets in any county 
where there is a close season, or in Genesee and 
Niagara counties. Nothing in this section shall pre- 
vent the owner of inclosed or occupied farm lands 
from taking hares or rabbits on his own premises at 
any time to prevent their injuring property. (As am*d 
by chap, 606 of the Laws of 1901.)

S 15. mnk, skimky niiiskrat and foxes. — ^The close 
season for mink, skunk and muskrat in the counties 
of Cattaraugus, Chautauqua, Oneida, Madison, 
Otsego, Wayne, Cayuga, Livingston, JeflFerson, Che- 
mung, Chenango, Genesee and Wyoming shall be 
from May first to October thirty-first, both inclusive.

§ 16. Penalties. — ^A person who violates any pro- 
vision of this article Is guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
in addition thereto, is liable as follows: For each 
violation of sectons one to eleven, both inclusive, to 
a penalty of one hundred dollars, and for each deer, 
elk, caribou, antelope or part of any such animal 
taken or possessed In violation of any provision of 
any of said sections, an additional penalty of ona 
hundred dollars; for each wild moose or part of such 
animal taken or possessed In violation of any pro- 
vision of said sections, an additional penalty of two 
hundred and fifty dollars; for each violation of sec- 
tion twelve, to a penalty of twenty-five dollars, and 
for each squirrel or part thereof taken or possessed 
in violation of said section, an additional i)enalty of 
ten dollars; for each violation of section thirteen, 9 



penalty af tweDty-fiye dollars, add for each rabbit 
taken or possessed in yiolation of trocb section, an 
additional penalty of ten dollars; for each beaver 
taken in yiolation of section fourteen, to a penalty of 
tifty dollars, and for each yiolation of section fifteen, 
to a penalty of twenty-fiye dollars. A person con- 
victed of a misdemeanor for a yiolation of section 
eleven of this article shall be punished by imprison- 
ment for a term of not less than three months nor 
more than one year. {As anCd hy cAofi.

I 20. Wild fowl; close season. — ^Dncks, geese, brant 
and swan shall not be taken or possessed from April 
thirtieth to August thirty-first, both inclusive; or 
taken in the night from an hour after suneet until 
an hour before sunrise. (Aa am*d by chap. 91 of the 
Laws of 1901.) 

§ 20a. Web-footed wild fowl shall not be taken in 
the county of Jefl!erson from February first to August 
thirty-first, both inclusive; or taken in the night from 
sunset until sunrise. {Added by cha/p. 252 of the Laws 
of 1901.) 

§ 21. Manne^r of killing. — ^Ducks, geese, brant and 
swan shall not be taken except with a gun fired at 
arm's length without rest. They shall not be fired 
at from a boat propelled otherwise than by hand or 
from any bougbhouse or fioating device used to con- 
ceal the hunter if more than fifity feet from shore, 
or a natural growth of grass or fiags. Fowl taken 
in violation of law shall not be brought ashore, sold 
or possessed. {Ab anCd by cho/p. 91 of the Lqajob of 
1901.) 

§ 22. Quail, close season. — ^The close season for 
quail shall be from December sizteenfth to Octobei: 
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thirty-first, both inclusive. There shall be no open 
season for quail in the counties of Cayuga, Wyoming, 
Niagara, Monroe, Saratoga, Cattaraugus, Chautauqua, 
Erie, Richmond, Genesee and Montgomery prior to 
the year nineteen hundred and three. {A8 am*d by 
chap. 396 of the Laws of 1901,) 

% 23. Woodcock; close season. — Woodcock shall 
not be taken from December sixteenth to September 
fifteenth, both inclusive. No person shall take more 
than thirty-six woodcock in an open season. (As amUi 
by chap, 601 of the Laws of 1900.) 

§ 24. Woodcock; close season^ special. — Woodcock 
shall not be taken in the county of Oneida from 
November sixteenth to August thirty-first, both In- 
clusive; in the county of Ulster from December six- 
teenth to September thirtieth, both inclusive; in the 
counties of Clinton, Essex, Warren, Hamilton and 
Fulton from December sixteenth to August fifteenth, 
both inclusive; in the county of Richmond from Jan- 
uary first to July third, both inclusive. 

§ 25. Grouse; close season. — ^The close season for 
grouse shall be from December sixteenth to Septem 
ber fifteenth, both inclusive. No person shall take 
more than thirty-six grouse in an open season. {As 
am'd by chap, 601 of the Laws of 1900.) 

§ 26. Grouse; close season; special. — Grouse shall 
noit be taken in the counties of Ulster, Sullivan and 
Greene from December sixteenth to September thir- 
tieth, both inclusive. There shall be no open 
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season for grouse in the oonnties of Genesee, 
Wyoming, Erie, Niagara, Orleans, Livingston, Bock- 
land, Oayuga and Monroe prior to the year nine- 
teen hundred and three. (A« anCd hy cha/p, 606 of tht 
Laws of 1901.) 

S 27. Grouse^ woodoock and quail, Bensselaecr. — 
There shall be no open season for woodcock, grouse 
or quail in the county of Rensselaer prior to the year 
nineteen hundred and three. 

S 28. Woodcock, grouBe aiid quail, not to be pos- 
sessed. — Woodcock, grouse and quail shall not be 
sold or possessed during the close season, except in 
the month of December, and possession or sale there- 
of during the last fifteen days of December shall be 
presumptive evidence that they were unlawfully 
taken by the possessor. 

§ 29. Woodcock, grouse and quail, not to be trans- 
ported. — Woodcock, grouse and quail shall not be 
transported within this state or into the state from 
a point without the state less than twenty-five miles 
from the state line, unless accompanied by the actual 
owner thereof, and no person shall transport or ac- 
company more than thirty-six grouse or thirty-six 
woodcock in any calendar year, or more than twelve 
of either kind at one time. Possession thereof by a 
common carrier, or employee thereof, at the time 
actually engaged in the business of such common car- 
rier, unaccompanied by the actual owner thereof, 
shall constitute a violation of this section by such 
employee and common carrier. No common carrier 
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or person in its employ shall transport such birds as 
owner. 

§ 30. Plover and other birds, close seasou. — The 
close season for Wilsons (called English snipe), yel- 
low legs, plover, rail, mud-hen, gallinule, surf-bird, 
curlew, water-chicken, jack snipe, bay snipe or shO(re 
bird, shall be from May first to August thirty-first; both 
inclusive. (As am'd by chap. 91 of the Loads of 1901.) 

§ 31. Mongolian ring-n.ecked and English pheas- 
ants. — ^There shall be no open season for Mongolian 
ring-necked pheasants, nor shall the same be killed 
and possessed, except in the county of Suffolk, prior 
to the year nineteen hundred and five. Neither 
Mongolian ring-necked pheasants nor Bnglish pheas- 
ants shall be taken or possessed in the county of 
Suffolk from January first to October thirty-first, 
both inclusive. {As am*d by chap. 616 of the Laws of 
1901.) 

§ 32. Antwerp or homing pigeons. — No person 
shall take or interfere with any Antwerp or homing 
pigeon if it have the name of its owner stamped 
upon its wing or tail, or wear a ring or. seamless leg 
band with its registered number stamped thereon, 
or have any other distinguishing mark; nor shall any 
person remove any such distinguishing mark from 
any such pigeon. 

§ 33. Certain wild birds protected. — ^Wild birds 
other than the English sparrow, crow, hawk, crane, 
raven, crow-blackbird, common blackbird, kingfisher, 
and birds for which there is no open season, shall 
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not be taken or poesessed at any time, dead or alive, 
except under the autliority of a certificate issued 
under this act No part of the plumage, skin or body 
of any bird protected by this section shall be sold or 
had in posseseion for sale. (As am'd by chup. 91 of 
the Laws of 1901,) 

.$ 34. Deetroying or robbing nests. — Nests of wild 
birds other than the English sparrow, hawk, crane, 
crow, raven, crow-blackbird, common blackbird or 
king^fisher, shall not be robbed or wilfully destroyed 
except when necessary to protect buildings or pre- 
vent their defacement 

S 86. No snares, nets or traps. — No bird for which 
a close season is provided, shall be trapped, netted or 
snared, or if so taken possessed. No net, trap or snare 
for taking grouse or quail, shall be set, placed or used 
where such birds can be taken. Any such net, trap 
or snare is declared to be a public nuisance, and may 
be summarily abated and destroyed by any person 
and it is the duty of every protector to seize and 
destroy any such device. 

S 36. Certificate to collect for scientific purposes. 
— A certificate may be issued by any society of 
natural history incorporated in the state or by the 
regents of the university, to any person upwards of 
eighteen years of age, permitting the holder thereof 
to collect birds, birds' nests or eggs for scientific pur» 
poses. Before such certificate is issued, the applicant 
must file written testimonials from two well-known 
scientific men certifying to his good character and 
fitness to be entrusted with the privilege. Every 
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applicant, except an officer of the New York State 
Museum, must pay one dollar for the expense of 
issuing the certificate, and must file a bond in the 
penal sum of two hundred dollars with two respon- 
sible and approved sureties, conditioned that he will 
not violate the provisions of this act, or avail himself 
of the privileges of said certificate for other than 
scientific purposes. Such a certificate shall be in 
force for one year only from the date of issue and 
shall not be transferable. 

S 37. Taking game in Westchester county. — Game 
shall not be taken in a public highway, or on the lands 
of a railway or lands purchased or condemned for 
the Croton aqueduct within the county of West- 
chester. 

§ 38. Birds or game, except fish taken in this state, 
shall not be transported without the state; nor shall 
the same be taken or possessed with intent to trans- 
port the same without the state. Any person doing 
any act with reference to such birds or game in aid 
of such taking or transportation with knowledge of 
the intention to so transport the same shall be deemed 
to have violated this section. (Added hy chap, 235 
of the Laws of 1900.) 

S 39. Penalties. — ^A person who violates any pro- 
visions of this acticle is guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
is liable to a i>enalty of sixty dollars and to an addi- 
tional penalty of twenty-five dollars for each bird, or 
part of bird taken or possessed In violation thereof.

Section 40. Trout, close season. — ^The close season 
for trout shall be from September first to April 
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fifteenth both inclusive. Trout shall not be sold or 
possessed in any county during the season that is 
closed throughout the entire county, except as pro- 
vided in section one hundred and nine. Trout less 
than six inches in length shall not be taken or pos- 
sessed, and if taken shall without avoidable injury 
be immediately returned to the waters where taken. 

§ 41. Trout, close season, special. — ^The close sea- 
son for trout in Spring Brook creek in the counties 
of Monroe and ^Mvingston, shall be from September 
first to March twenty-eighth, both inclusive; in the 
brooks in the towns of Gilboa and Conesville, Scho- 
liarie county, except the Schoharie river, from August 
first to April thirlioth, both inclusive; in all tho 
brooks, streams and waters inhabited by trout in the 
counties of Cattaraugus, Chautauqua and Allegany, 
from July sixteenth to April fifteenth, both inclusive. 
{As anVd by chap, 598 of the Laws of 1900.) 

§ 42. Trout not disturbed while spawning. — Trout 
and lake trout on spawning beds in the close season, 
shall not be wiUf ully disturbed, nor shall their spawn 
or milt be taken from the spawning beds. 

§ 43. Waters inhabited by trout. — Fish shall not 
be taken in fresh waters inhabited by trout, except 
by angling. 

§ 44. Lake trout, close season. — The close season 
for lake trout shall be from October first to April 
thirtieth, both inclusive, except in lakes Erie and 
Ontario, where there shall be no close season; and 
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fexcept in the counties of Dutcliess, Ulster, Sullivan, 
Orange, Rockland, Putnam, Westchester and Rich- 
mond, where the close season shall be from July 
first to March thirty-first, both inclusive. Lake trout 
less than fifteen inches in length shall not be in- 
tentionally taken or possessed, and if taken, shall, 
without avoidable injury, be returned to the waters 
where taken. 

§ 45. Black bass, close season, size and catch. — 
The close season for black bass shall be from Jan- 
uary first to June fifteenth, both inclusive. Black 
bass less than ten inches in length shall not be in- 
tentionally taken, and if taken, shall without injury 
be immediately returned to the waters where taken. 
No person ^hall take more than twenty-four black 
bass in one day. Whenever two or more persons are 
anjjling from the same boat, they shall not take more 
tlmn thirty-six bass in one day. Black bass shall not 
be possessed in any county during the season that 
Is closed throughout the entire county, or when they 
are unlawfully taken. 

§ 46. Black bass, special. — The close season for 
black bass shall be in the Saint Lawrence river and 
in waters in Jefferson county from January first to 
June ninth, both inclusive; in Lake George and 
Schroon lake from December sixteenth to July thirty- 
first, both inclusive; in Salmon river in the town of 
Fort Covington between the Canada line and a dam 
on said river known as A. Wright or the Fort Coving- 
ton Milling Company's dam in the village of Fort 
Covington and in the Saint Regis river in the town 
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of Bombay, in Franklin county, between the Canada 
line and a dam in the village of Hogansburg known 
as the Miirs and Lantry dam, from November fif- 
teenth to May first, both inclusive. Black bass shall 
not be taken from the waters of Orange lake in 
Orange county in the night from one hour after sun- 
set until one hour before sunrise. No person shall 
take more than twelve black bass in the Saint Law- 
rence river in one day, and whenever two or more 
persons are angling from the same boat, they shall 
not take more than twenty-four bass in one day. 

§ 47. Pickerel and pike. — Pickerel and pike shall 
not be taken or possessed from March first to April 
thirtieth, both inclusive, provided that during the 
close season any person may buy, possess or sell 
pickerel or pike taken without the state if such per- 
son shall have a license from the commission so to 
do, issued after giving a bond to the people of the 
state, approved by the commission, conditioned for 
the payment of the sum of five hundred doUars If 
such person shall while the license is in force, buy, 
possess or sell any pickerel or pike taken within the 
state, or shall at any time refuse or deny to the com- 
mission or any member or officer thereof, a full ex- 
amination of his books and papers relating to the 
purchase and sale of fish, or shall at any time when 
required by the commission, fail to furnish the orig- 
inal invoice or invoices, freight or express receipts 
used in the transportation thereof upon delivery to 
such person; and provided further that any person 
purchasing during the close season of a dealer giving 
Buch bond, may possess the same. The commission 
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may permit the taking or destruction of pickerel at 
any time in waters inhabited by trout. . 

§ 48. Muskallonge, close season. — MuskaJIonge 
shall not be taken or possessed from March first to 
May thirtieth, both inclusive, except as provided In 
section eighty-three. 

§ 49. Salmon. — Salmon shall not be taken or if 
taken in this state possessed from August fifteenth to 
March first, both inclusive. 

§ 50. Salt water striped bass. — Salt water striped 
bass less than eight inches in length shall not be in- 
tentionally taken at any time. Striped bass shall 
not be intentionally taken from the Hudson river by 
a net between April thirtieth and July thii-tleth, both 
inclusive. If, taken in either case, the same shall be 
Immediately returned to the water where taken with- 
out avoidable injury. {As am'd by cha/p, 608 of the 
Laws of 1901.) 

§ 51. No fishing near fishways. — The commission 
shall maintain fifty rods from every fishway erected 
by the state in public waters on both sides of the 
stream above and below the fishway, sign boards 
containing substantially the following notice: " Fifty 
rods to the fishway; all persons are prohibited by law 
from fishing In this stream between this point and 
the fishway.** No person shall take fish within fifty 
rods of any such fishway. 

§ 52. Polluting streams. — No dyestuff , coal tar, ref- 
use from a gas house, sawdust, shavings, tanbark.

be thrown or allowed to run into any waters, either 
private or public, in quantities destructlTe of flsh 
inhabiting the same.* 

S 53. Pollution of water used by state fish hatch- 
eries. — No person shall erect or maintain any privy, 
water-closets, pigsty, hogpen, enclosure for poultry, 
barn or barnyard in which animals or poultry are 
kept, or drain from any building or the cellar thereof, 
where drainage or refuse therefrom will flow into or 
find its way Into water used by any flsh hatchery 
operated by the state, or into any pond, creels or 
stream used In connection therewith. Every such 
privy, water-closet, pigsty, hogpen, enclosure, barn, 
barnyard and drain is hereby declared to be a public 
nuisance and may be summarily abated by the com- 
mission. No person shall place sewage or other 
matter injurious to fish where the same can find its 
way into water used by any fish hatchery operated 
by the state, or suffer the same to be done from, over 
or through premises owned or occupied by him. 

S 54. Drawing off water forbidden. — Fish shall not 
be taken by shutting or drawing off water for that 
purpose. But the commission may permit owners or 
persons in charge of private ponds, reservoirs or 
waters of the state, to remove therefrom carp, pick- 
erel or other flsh by any device. 

S 55. Streams not to be obstructed. — Except as 
provided In section sixty-one, no person shall by 
means of any rack, screen, weir or other obstruction 

* See section 390 of the Penal Code, printed in appendix. 
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in any creek, stream or river, prevent the passage 
of fish protected by law. 

S 56. Explosives prohibited. — Fish shall not be 
taken by means of explosives. Except for mining or 
mechanical purposes, dynamite or other explosives 
shall not be used in any of the waters of this state, or 
possessed upon the shores or islands of inland waters 
thereof. Possession thereof by any person on the 
shores or islands of inland waters of this state shall 
be presumptive evidence that the same is possessed 
for use in violation of the provisions of this section. 

S 57. Waters not stocked from streams. — Trout or 
lake trout shall not be taken from any of the waters 
of the state for the purpose of stocking private ponds 
or streams, but an owner of a private pond may 
with the written consent of the commission, stock 
the same with fish from a stream on his own 
premises. 

§ 58. No fishing through ice. — Fish shall not be 
taken through the ice in waters inhabited by trout or 
lake ti-out during the close season therefor. This 
section shall not apply to Lakes Ontario and Erie or 
to the Hudson, Niagara and Saint Lawrence rivers; 
or from January first to February fifteenth, both 
inclusive, to Silver lake in Wyoming county. 

{ 59. Exceptions to last section. — Bullheads, cat- 
fish, eels, perch and sunfish, and except during the 
months of March and April, pickerel may be taken 
through the ice with a hook and line or tip-ups, in 
Lake Keuka or Crooked lake, Queecby lake, or the 



waters of Sullivan county not inhabited by trout and 
in lalte Neataliwanta, Oswego county ; in O wasco lake 
from the head thereof to a line running across the 
lake from a ravine just south of the cottage now 
owned by B. O. Pulver on the west shore to the 
ravine just north of the cottage now owned by James 
Foster on the east shore thereof; and in Silver lake, 
Honeoye lake, Ganadice lake and Conesus lake ex- 
cept in March and April; and by set lines through the 
ice in the Susquehanna river and in the Chenango 
and Unadilla rivers and their tributaries in Chenango 
county during the same time. 

§ GO. Certain fish not to be transported. — Lake 
trout taken in inland waters and trout shall not be 
transported in this state except when accompanied 
by the actual owner. No person shall transport or 
accompany at any one time more than twelve pounds 
of trout. Possession of lake trout or trout by a com- 
mon carrier or employee thereof, while actually en- 
gaged in the business of such common carrier, unac- 
companied by the actual owner, shall constitute a 
violation of this section by such employee and com- 
mon carrier. 

§ 61. Eel weirs and eel pots. — Eel weirs the laths 
of which are not less than one inch apart, may be 
maintained in waters not inhabited by trout or lake 
trout, other than the Chemung river and its tribu- 
taries in the counties of Steuben and Chemung, the 
waters of Cayuga county, the Delaware river, the 
Chenango river in Broome county, and the Susque- 
hanna river, provided there be at low water a cleai* 
passage in the said weir not less than ten feet wide

for the passage of boats and fish. Eel pots of sucb 
form as may be prescribed by rules of the commis- 
sion may be used in waters not inhabited by trout 
or lalie trout. The use of eel weirs and eel pots ex- 
cept as expressly permitted by law is prohibited. 
{A8 anCd by chap, 606 of the Laws of 1900.) 

§ 62. Taking minnows for bait. — Except in waters 
inhabited by trout, and creelss and brooks, minnows 
for bait may be taken with a net not more than six 
feet in length or diameter, without a license; except 
in waters inhabited by trout they may be taken with 
a net if the owner thereof shall have first obtained 
from the commission a license therefor. Such a li- 
cense can be granted only upon the payment of a 
license fee of one dollar and the execution of a bond 
by the owner of the net, to be approved by the com- 
mission, conditioned for the payment to the people of 
the state of one hundred dollars if the holder thereof 
violates any of the provisions of this section or any 
of the regulations contained in the license while the 
license is in force. The license must specify the 
waters in which the net may be used, and may con- 
tain regulations for the protection of fish. Black 
bass, muscallonge, white fish, piclserel or pike taken 
in a net used under this section shall be immediately 
returned to the water uninjured. 

§ 63. Fish taken by angling, meshes of nets. — 
Except as permitted by this act, fish shall not be 
taken by any device except angling in any of the 
rivers, lakes and inland waters of this state. When 
permitted the meshes of nets used shall not be less 
than one and one-eighth inch bar. 
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S 64. Frost fish and white fish taken wltli &env>.-- 
Frost fish, white fish, cat fish, sunfish, pumpkin seeas 
bullheads, perch, suckers and sturgeon may be taken 
with nets from inland lakes not inhabited by trout 
pursuant to rules prescribed by the commission. 
Such rules shall be subject to amendment or abroga- 
tion at any time and may be either general or special, 
and published as the commission directs. 

§ 65. Nets to be licensed. — The rules prescribed by 
the commission for granting licenses to use seines, 
fykes and nets when specially permitted by law, as 
filed in the office of the secretary of state in the years 
eighteen hundred and ninety-five and eighteen hun- 
dred and ninety-eight, are continued, and nets i*ther 
than scap-nets, dip-nets and minnow nets, when per- 
mitted, shall not be set or used without a li^^ense 
granted by the commission. 

§ 66. Thumping. — Sailing, rowing, pushing or float- 
ing in any boat or vessel in a' waterway, run or 
channel where the waters are too deep to draw a 
seine in the usual wsty, or patrolling the banks of 
such waterway, run or channel, and stamping, jump- 
ing, shouting, pounding, beating or splashing the 
water, beating or pounding the banks, or boat, while 
a seine is set, drawn, held or floated in or at either 
end of such waterway, run, or channel, with intent to 
drive fish into such seine, and which acts are com- 
monly known as thumping, are forbidden. 

S 69. Penalties. — A person who violates any of the 
provisions of this article is guilty of a misdemeanor 
and in addition thereto is liable as follows: For each

Section 70. Certain fish not to be placed in the 
Adirondacks. — Fish, or the fry, spawn or milt there- 
of, other than trout, lake trout and Adirondack frost- 
fish, shall not be placed in the waters of the Adiron- 
dack region except under the supervision of the com- 
mission and pursuant to a resolution thereof. 

S 71. Fishing in Niagara river. — When licensed 
by the commission, seines may be used in the Niagara 
river in November, December, January and March 
to take fish, except black bass and muskallong:e. 
Fish except black bass, yellow pike, lake trout, white 
fish, pickerel and muskallonge may be taken by seine, 
machine or trap by citizens of the state in that part 
of the Niagara river in the town of Lewiston, Nia- 
gara county, during the time when Canadians may 
lawfully fish with such devices in said river on the 
Canada side opposite the town of Lewiston, pro- 
vided a license therefor has been granted by the com- 
mission. The commission shall, on the execution of 
a satisfactory bond, conditioned for the payment to 
the people of the state of the sum of one hundred 
dollars, if the holder of the license shall violate any 
of the provisions of this chapter as to Niagara river, 
while the license is in force, and upon the payment 
of five dollars for each seine, machine or trap license, 
grant such a license, unless the applicant has been 
convicted of violating a provision of this act, or his 
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bond adjudged forfeited. Fish which may not be 
lawfully taken under the provisions of this section, 
shall, if unintentionally taken, be immediately re- 
turned to the water alive and without unnecessary 
injury. (As arrCd hy chap, 652 of the Laws of 1900.) 

§ 72. Fishing in Lake Champlain. — Bullheads, 
eels, suckers, catfish, pike and pickerel may be taken 
in Lake Champlain from June first to March first, 
both inclusive, with seines if licensed by the commis- 
sion. Except as herein provided fish may be taken 
in said lake by angling only. 

§ 73. Nets in Lakes Ontario and Erie. — Fish may 
may be taken with nets, in the waters of Lake Erie 
except within one-half mile of the shores or islands 
thereof, and within five miles of the mouth of Cat- 
taraugus creek; and in Lake Ontario except within 
one mile of the shores or islands thereof and 
within three miles of the mouth of the Niagara river; 
but in the county of Erie pound nets, trapnets or fyke 
nets shall not be used. Sturgeon, less than three feet 
Ion J? taken under this section, shall be at once re- 
turned to the waters where taken, alive and without 
unnecessary injury. Fishermen licensed to fish in 
said lakes may hang or reel licensed nets on the 
shores thereof to clean and dry the same. {As atn'd 
lyy chap, 6 14 of the laws of 1901.) 

§ 74. Nets in Chaumont bay and adjacent waters. 
— The waters and bays of Lake Ontario, in the county 
of Jefferson, within one mile of the shore, between 
Horse Island, in the town of Ilounsfield, and the 
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town line between the towns of Lyme and Cape 
Vincent, except the Avaters within one mile of Stony 
Island or of the Galloup islands, are so far excepted 
from the proAisions of this act as to permit the tak- 
ing of fish by nets therein from October first to April 
thirtieth, provided that a net shall not be set until 
license therefor has been granted by the commission. 
The commission shall on the execution of a satisfac- 
tory bond, conditioned for the payment to the peo- 
ple of the state of the sum of one hundred dollars if 
the holder of the license shall violate any of the pro- 
visions of this section as to black bass or muskal- 
longe while the license is in force, grant such a li- 
cense unless the applicant has been convicted of vio- 
lating this section or his bond adjudged forfeited. 
The license fee shall be one dollar for a net, . and 
a single license may be for five nets. All black bass 
and muskallonge caught in nets set pursuant to this 
section shall be immediately returned to the water 
alive, and without unnecessary injury. 

§ 75. Nets in Hudson and Delaware rivers and 
adjacent waters. — Prom March fifteenth to June 
fifteenth both inclusive shad and herring may be 
taken in the Delaware river and that part of the 
Hudson river below the dam at Troy, with nets oper- 
ated by hand only; and in Catskill creek below Cook's 
dam, so called, with scoop nets, dip nets and scap 
nets. No such net shall be set, placed or drawn or 
fish taken therefrom between sunset on Friday and 
sunrise on Monday, unless by reason of incleanency 
of the Aveather, it cannot be drawn before sunset on 
Friday when it may be drawn on Saturday. From 
September first to May thirtieth, both intdusive, fish 



except salmon, black bass, trout and pike-perch, and 
except also dui'ing March and April pickerel and pike 
may be taken with nets in the HiKison liver below 
the dam at Troy, Wappinger's creek, Rondout creek 
below the dam at Eddy ville, and with scap nets, coop 
nets and dip nets in Catskill creek below Cook's dam 
so called, and in the Ten Mile river in the town of 
Dover.

East river or Long Island sound from Hell 
Gate to the northern boundary line of the city of 
New York, or in any of the bays, creeks, or confluent 
brooks within said limits. 

% 78. Nets in Chenango county. — Suckers, bull- 
heads and eels may be taken in the Chenango river 
and its tributaries in Chenango county with seines 
not more than four rods long having meshes not less 
than one and one-fourth Inch bar, and with rope for 
hauling not more than thirty feet long at each end 
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of the net, provided licenses therefor have been 
granted by the commission. 

§ 79. Canandai^a lake, set lines. — Set lines not 
over six hundred feet long with one end thereof at- 
tached to the shore, may be used to take fish' in Oan- 
andaigua lalse, but no person shall own or operate 
more than two lines. 

§ 80. Fishing in Seneca lake. — Nets or seines the 
meshes of which shall be not less than two inch bar, 
may be used in Seneca lake from April fifteenth to 
August fifteenth both inclusive. Fish except black 
bass, and except pickerel and pike in April, may be 
taken with spears in said lake from April fifteenth to 
June fifteenth both inclusive. 

§ 81. Fishing in Otsego lake. — Frost fish and white 
fish shall not be taken through the ice except by 
angling before May first, nineteen hundred and six, 
from Otsego lake in Otsego county. Thereafter seines 
having meshes of not less than two-inch bar, may 
be used from May first to August thirty-first, both 
inclusive, in the daytime from sunrise to sunset only. 
Perch, eels, rock bass, sunfish, bullheads and pick- 
erel may be taken by angling except during March 
and April. Lake trout may be taken by angling 
from January first to October thirty-first, both in- 
clusive. Tip-ups and set lines are prohibited at all 
times. (As anCd by chap. 121 of the Laws of 1901.) 

S 82. Fishing in Chautauqua lake. — Fish of any 
kind shall not be taken in Chautauqua lake from 
May first to June fifteenth, both inclusive, unless by

No such fish house, 
decoy or spear shall be upon the ice or waters of 
Chautauqua lake between the hours of six o'clock at 
night and six o'clock in the morning, or on any day 
except Monday or Thursday as above provided.

or waters of Chautauqua lake at all times not herein 
allowed. Such nuisance may be summarily abated 
by any officer or private person by the destruction 
thereof. (As am'd by chap. 638 of the Laws of 1900.) 

§ 84. Spearing and hooking. — Suckers, bullheads, 
eels and dog-fish may be speared in the Delaware 
river in Delaware county, from April first to Sep- 
tember thirtieth, both inclusive; and Shadow creek 
and Hayden creek in the town of Springfield, Otsego 
county, fro>m March first to May first, inclusive; and 
in the waters of Lake Ontario in the towns of Ellis- 
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burg, Henderson, HounMeld and Brownville in Jef- 
ferson county at any time. Such fish may be taken 
from December first to May fifteenth, both inclusive, 
by hooking, in Oneida lake, Oneida river, Onondaga 
lake, in the Delaware anid CJharlotte rivers and their 
tributary streams in the counties of Delaware and 
Sullivan, in the Schoharie river and its tributary 
streams in Schoharie and Greene counties, and in 
the waters of Cortland, Tioga, Broome, Chenango and 
Otsego counties. (As anCd hy chap, 121 of the Laws of 
1901.) 

§ 85. Warren countyy certain waters. — Pike-perch 
or great northern pike shall not be taken from the 
waters of Lake George or Glen lake from January 
first to June fifteenth both inclusive. Bullheads shall 
not be taken from said lakes from January first to 
June thirtieth, both inclusife. Black bass shall not 
be taken in the town of Horicon from January first 
to July tenth, both inclusive. Perch, suckers and 
bullheads may be speared through the ice in the 
waters of said county, except Schroon lake. Long 
pond, or Glen lake and Lake George. Perch may be 
taken through the ice by angling in Lake George. 
There shall be no open season for fish of any kind 
prior to the year nineteen hundred and three in 
East brook and West brook or any of their tribu- 
taries in the town of Caldwell or in Harris or Ed- 
mund brook, Indian brook or Finkle brook in the 
town of Bolton. 

§ 87. Extension of close seasons. — ^There shall be 
the following extension of close seasons: 
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1. Fall creek, Ithaca. — There shall be no open sea- 
son for fish in that part of Fall creek between Lake 
street bridge in the city of Ithaca and Ithaca falls 
including the pool at the foot of the falls. 

2. Lawrence brook. — Fish shall not be taken in 
Lawrence brook or its tributaries in the towns of 
Moira and Dickinson, Franklin county, before June 
first nineteen hundred and three, except that suckers 
may be taken with snares only. 

3. Chateaugay lakes. — BMsh shall not be taken be- 
fore June first nineteen hundied and four in the

— Pickerel, pike and mu«- 
kallonge shall not be taken in the Saint Lawrence 
river from January first to June ninth both in- 
clusive. (Added hy chap, 608 of the Laws of 1900.) 

7. Whaley pond. — Fish shaU not be taken from the 
waters of Whaley pond in Dutchess county from 
Januaiy first to May thirty-first both inclusive. 
(Added hy chap, 451 of the Laws of 1901.) 
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i 89. On fresh water forming a part of the state 
boundaries or through which the state boundary runs, 
no non-resident of the state shall take any kind of 
fish or game unless residents of this state may law- 
fully take the same kind of fish or game in such 
part of said waters as are not within the state, dur- 
ing the open season therefor In the state or country 
in which such waters are situated. If any license fee 
to take such fish or game in waters not in this state, 
be required of a resident of this state a non-resident 
may take the same kind of fish or game in such 
waters within the state, if a license so to do shall 
have been first obtained from the commissioner. 
(Added hy chap. 429 of the Laws of 1900.) 

§ 90. Suckers may be taken with nets through the 
lee in Grumelbow creek in the town of Hyde Park, 
Dutchess county. (Added by chap, 561 of the Laws of 
1901,) 

i 99. Penalties. — A person who violates any of the 
provisions of this article is guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and in addition thereto is liable as follows: For each 
violation of section seventy in relation to placing fish 
in the Adirondacks, a penalty of five hundred dollars;

Section 100. Application of article. — ^This article 
applies only to the counties of Kings, Queens, Nassau 
and Suffolk, and to Long Island sound, and shall be 
construed with the general provisions of this act 
relating to fish and game.

— Black and 
grey squirrels, hares and rabbits shall not be taken 
or possessed from January first to October thirty- 
first, both inclusive, except that if lawfully taken 
they can be possessed in the city of New York during 
the open season therefor in this state at large. 

S 103. Wild fowl. — Ducks, geese, brant and swan 
shall not be taken or possessed from May first to 
September thirtieth, both inclusive (except if lawfully 
taken, they can be possessed in the city of New York 
during the open season therefor); or taken in the 
night between sunset and daylight. (As am*d by chap. 
91 of the Laws of 1901.) 

§ 104r. ICanner of hunting. — Ducks, geese, brant 
and swan may be taken by aid of %ny fioating device 
at any distance from shore in Long Island sound, in 
Shinnecock, Gardiner and Peconic bays, and except 
from September thirtieth to October nineteenth, both 
inclusive, in Great South bay, west of Smitti*s Point. 
Sail-boats may be used in Long Island sound, 
Gardiner and Peconic bays. (As anCd by chap. 91 of 
the Laws of 1901.) 
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S 106. Keadow hens and other birds. — iMeadow 
hens, mud hens, gallin(ule shall not be taken from 
December thirty-first to August fifteenth both In- 
elusive. (As anCd by chap, 91 of the Laws of 1901,) 

S 106. Woodcock, grouse and quail. — Grouse and 
quail shall not be taken from January first to Octo- 
ber thirty-first both Inclusive. Woodcock shall not 
be taken from January first to July thirty-first both 
inclusive. Such birds shall not be possessed in their 
close season except in the city of New York where 
they may be possessed during the open season in the 
state at large. 

S 107. Bobbins and Qardiners islands. — Quail may 
be taken on Bobbins island as long as it remains the 
property of the Bobbins Island Club, and on Gard- 
iners island from October fifteenth to January thirty- 
first both inclusive. Woodcock may be taken on 
these islands from August first to December thirty - 
first both inclusive. 

S 106. Plover and other birds. — Plover, curlew, 
Jack snipe, Wilsons, commonly known as English 
snipe, yellow legs, klUdeer, willet snipe, dowltcher, 
short-necks, rail, 'sandpiper, bay snipe, surf snipe, 
winter snipe, ring-necks and oxeyes shall not be taken 
or possessed from January first to June thirtieth, 
both inclusive. (As anCd by cha/p. 91 of thfi Laws of 
1901,) 

S 109. Trout. — ^Trout shall not be taken or pos- 
sessed from August thirty-first to March twenty- 
eighth both inclusive. Trout taken lawfully may bf 
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sold or possessed in the city of New York In the open 
season established by this section. 

§ 110. Black bass. — Black bass shall not be taken 
from January first to May twenty-ninth both in- 
clusive. 

§ 111. Lake trout. — Lake trout shall not be tal^en 
from October first to March thirty-first both inclusive. 

§ 112. Jamaica bay and adjacent waters. — Except 
as herein provided fish shall not be taken by any 
device other than angling in Jamaica bay, Flatlands 
bay, Grassy bay, or waters adjacent to said bays and 
opening into the ocean from Rockaway inlet or other 
inlets to said bay. The inlets from the ocean to said 
bays shall not be obstructed by any device so as to 
prevent the passage of fish at any time. Refuse and 
debris may be taken with nets having meshes with 
not less than a six inch bar. Minnows or shrimp 
for bait may be taken by hand nets not more than 
forty feet long and four feet deep. No other nets 
shall be used in said, waters. Angling shall always 
be lawful. Eels may be taken with a spear or eel- 
weir. 

§ 113. Size of meehes in Coney Island creek. — 
Meshes of nets, except eel and flounder hoop nets, 
used in Coney Island creek, or within one-half mile 
of the mouth thereof in Gravesend bay, shall not be 
less than four inches square. Eel and flounder hoop 
nets may be used from October fifteenth to Maich 
thirty-first both inclusive. 
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§ 114. Supervisors of Queens, Nassau and Suffolk 
counties. — The boards of supervisors of the counties 
of Queens, Nassau and Suffolk may respectively pass 
laws regulating and controlling the taking of fisb 
and shell-fish from or in the salt water of such 
counties. 

§ 116. Jones inlet and adjacent waters. — Nets 
shall not be used in Jones inlet inside of the first spar 
buoy, commonly called the bar buoy, or inside of a line 
drawn three-quarters -of a mile easterly and westerly 
from said buoy, or In any of the following creeks, 
runs or water running into, or tributary to Jones 
inlet, namely. Long creek below the sharp point of 
the marsh; Sea Dog creek below a line drawn north- 
erly and southerly from the easterly end of Elder 
Island; Shell creek below the point of the gunning 
lead; Swift creek below the upper point of Swift 
creek on the easterly side thereof; in Haunt's creek 
below/a line drawn, from the upper side of Haunfs 
Creek point and Old Bent's point. This section shall 
not apply to nets used only for taking Icbsters or 
crabs; or hand nets not more than forty feet long 
and four feet deep to take minnows, klllies, spearing, 
or shrimp for bait (Added hy chap. 610 of the Laws 
of 1900.) 

§ 119. Penalties. — A person who violates any pro- 
vision of this article is guilty of a misdemeanor and 
Is liable to the following penalties for violation there- 
of: For each deer or part of deer taken or possessed 
in violation thereof one hundred dollars; for each 
bird taken or possessed in violation thereof, twenty- 
five dollars; for each squirrel, hare or rabbit taken or 
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possessed in violation thereof, ten dollars, and for 
each fish taken or possessed in violation thereof, the 
sum of ten dollars; for every other violation thereof, 
sixty dollars.

Section 120. Close season for oysters in Harlem 
river. — Oysters shall not be taken in Harlem river 
from May thirty-first to September first both inclu- 
sive. 

§ 121. Replanting Hudson river oysters. — Oysters 
shall not be taken from the Hudson river north of 
New York county for the purpose of replanting with- 
out the state. 

§ 122. Taking oysters in South bay. — Oysters, 
spawn or shells shall not be taken from South bay 
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In Suffolk county from May thirty -first to September 
first, both inclusive; or taken between sunset and 
sunrise at any season. Oyster shells taken from 
the public waters of said bay in said county 
shall be returned to the water where taken witliin 
ten minutes after being taken. Blade or scraper 
tongs used to take shell fish shall not be used or pos- 
sessed in the waters of said bay in said county. This 
section is subject to the provisions of section one 
hundred and fourteen. 

§ 123. Measure of shell oysters. — Oysters in shell 
may be sold by count or measure; if by measure, it 
shall be by stave measure. The stave shall be of the 
following dimensions: The bottom sixteen and one- 
half inches across inside, the top eighteen inches 
diagonally from inside chime to top. The measures 
shall be uniform, shall be even or struck measure, 
and may be sealed by the sealer of. weights and 
measures of any county. This section shall not ap- 
ply when oysters are shipped by barrel for sale with- 
out the United States. 

§ 124. Oyster beds protected. — Oysters or hard 
clams shall not be taken from half an hour after 
sunset until half an hour before sunrise except in 
the waters of the Kill von Kull, Jamaica Bay, and 
the Arthur Kill. No person shall take, carry away, 
Interfere with or disturb oysters of another lawfully 
planted or cultivated, or remove any stakes, buoys, 
or boundary marks of a planted or cultivated bed. 
The possession of dredges or tongs overboard on any 
such beds shall be deemed prima facie evidence of 



a yiolation of this section. (As am*d 5y ehap, 596 of 
the Law8 of 1900.) 

Subdivision 1. Sheriffs, deputy sheriffs and con- 
stables shall, and any person may seize any boat or 
vessel with the tackle, apparel and furniture of said 
boat or vessel while in use in violation of this section. 
Notice of such seizure shall forthwith be given to a 
justice of the peace of the county where such seizure 
was made. 

Subdivision 2. Such Justice of the peace shall forth- 
with fix a time and place for trial, and give at least 
six days notice thereof to the person or persons in 
possession of said boat or vessel at the time of seiz- 
ure, and also to the owner thereof if known. If any 
person or persons entitled to notice are unknown or 
are nonresidents of the county in which the seizure 
was made, the justice shall order that a notice di- 
rected to such person or persons, if known, or if un- 
known, then generally to whom it may concern, be 
published once a week for two successive weeks in 
a newspaper published in said county, which notice 
shall contain as near as may be a description of the 
boat or vessel or property seized, a concise statement 
of the grounds of seizure, and the time and place 
fixed by the said justice for trial, which time shall be 
not less than six days from the day of the last publi- 
cation of said notice. A notice of seizure under this 
section shall be deemed a complaint, and the person 
to whom such notice is directed may interpose an 
answer denying the violation of any provision of the 
statute under which the seizure is claimed to have 
been made. On the day fixed In the notice for the 
trial, if the person to whom the notice is directed 
files an answer, or if no answer is filed, or such person 
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does not appear, an Issne is deemed to hare been 
joined and a jury shall be drawn and summoned for 
the trial of such issue, and the subsequent proceed- 
ings shall be the same, as far as practicable, as in a 
civil action before such justice. 

Subdivision 3. If proof shall be made to a justice 
of the peace that any boat or vessel has violated the 
provisions of this section during the year then last 
past in the county where such proof is made, he shall 
order the sheriff of the county to seize the same 
wherever found. The sheriff shall then seize the 
same and report the seizure to the justice. The jus- 
tice shall then give a like notice of trial to the per- 
son or persons In possession of said boat, and to the 
owner thereof, of the time and place of trial, and 
shall proceed therewith as aforesaid, at the time and 
place fixed in like manner as if the boat had been 
seized in the act of violation. 

Subdivision 4. If it be determined on the trial that 
the boat, vessel or property was used in violating 
the provisions of this section, judgment shall be ren- 

t 

dered accordingly, and the justice shall thereupon 
order the same to be sold by the sheriff of the county, 
unless he directs it to be sold by the officer seizing 
the same. The sale shall be conducted in like man- 
ner as a sale of chattels under an execution in jus- 
tice's court. The avails of any sale, after deducting 
the expenses of seizure, trial and sale which said jus- 
tice may allow, shall be paid to the commission. 

Subdivision 5. Any person who shall hinder or pre- 
vent any officer or other person who is lawfully enter- 
ing or seizing any boat or vessel liable to seizure 
under this section from so doing shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and shall be punished by a fine of 
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not exceeding one hundred dollars or by imprison- 
ment for not more tlian one year, or by both. 

§ 125. Dredging and raking for oysters and 
clams. — Dredges operated by steam power shall not 
be used in dredging for shell 'fish on beds of natural 
growth. Rakes, tongs, dredges or other devices with 
spaces or openings between the teeth or prongs less 
than one inch wide, shall not be used In talcing hard 
or round clams. 

§ 126. Clams and oysters about Staten Island. — 
Oysters and clams shall not be taken or disturbed 
between half an hour after sunset and half an houi 
before sunrise in the waters on the south side of 
Staten Island between a line extending due south 
from the point of the beach at Great Kills, and a line 
extending due southwest from Ward's Point in the 
town of Westfield. Devices other than rakes and 
tongs operated by hand only, shall not be used In 
taking oysters or clams from natural growth oystei 
beds in Arthur Kill or in Staten Island sound or in 
tributaries thereto, or had in possession overboard 
in such waters. (Am am*d hy chap, 600 of the Laws o/ 
1900.) 

§ 127. Sale dt lobsters under certain size pro- 
hibited. — Lobsters less than nine inches in length 
measured from one extremity to the other, exclusive 
of claws or feelers, shall not be taken, possessed or 
sold. 

§ 128. Residents only may take shellfish. — No 
person who has not been an actual resident of this 
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state for six months shall take shellfish In the waters 
of this state except in the capacity of employee of a 
person entitled to tal^e the same. 

§ 129. Polluting waters. — Sludge, acid or refuse 
from oil worlds or sugar-houses, or buildings con- 
nected therewith, (except refuse from the manufac- 
ture of oil from menhaden or other fish,) or any sub- 
stance injurious to oyster culture, shall not be placed 
or allowed to run into waters within the Jurisdiction 
of the state.* 

§ 130. Garbage not to be thrown in Long Island 
sound. — Garbage, cinders, ashes or refuse of any 
liind shall not be thrown from any yessel into Long 
Island sound or any bay or harbor opening into the 
same within two miles of the shore west of a line 
drawn from Old Field point due north to the bound- 
ary line between New York and Connecticut. Star- 
fish shall not be thrown into the waters of the state. 

§ 139. Penalties. — A person who violates any pro- 
vision of this article Is guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
is liable to a penalty of one hundred dollars for each 
violation thereof.

Section 140. Definitions. — The following words and 
phrases used in this act are defined as follows: 



• See section 890 of the Penal Code, printed In appendix. 
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1. " Grouse " includes ruffed grouse, partridge and 
every member of the grouse family. 

2. "Trout" includfes speckled trout, brown trout, 
rainbow trout, red throat trout and brook trout 

3. "Lake trout" for the purposes of this act in- 
cludes land-locked salmon and ouananische. 

4. " Black bass " includes Oswego bass. 

5. "Pike" for the purposes of this act includes 
wall-eyed pike. 

6. " Angling " means taking fish by hook and line 
in hand or rod in hand; or If from a boat not ex- 
ceeding two Hues with or without rod to one person. 

7. It is unlawful to take fish or game during time 
described as "close season." Fish and game for 
which close seasons are established may be hunted 
and caught in a lawful {nanner during that part of 
the year which is not included in such close seasons 
respectively. The " open season " is that part of the 
year when they may be taken in a lawful manner. 
{As am*d by chap. 59S of the Laws of 1900.) 

8. "Taking" includes pursuing, shooting, hunting, 
killing, capturing, trapping, snaring and netting fish 
and game, and all lesser acts such as disturbing, 
harrying or worrying, or placing, setting, drawing, 
or using any net or other device commonly used to 
take fish and game, whether they result in taking or 
not; and includes every attempt to take and every 
act of assistance to every other person in taking or 
attempting to take fish or game. Whenever taking 
is allowed by law, reference is had to taking by law- 
ful means and in a lawful manner. (As am*d by cha/p. 
60S of the Laws of 190L) 
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9. " Person " includes a co-partnership, Joint stock 
company or corporation. 

10. Where lands are referred to as " inclosed," the 
boundary may be indicated by wire, ditch, hedge, 
fence, road, highway, water or in any visible or dis- 
tinctive manner which indicates a separation from 
the surrounding or contiguous territory. 

11. Gender and number shall be disregarded in con- 
struing this act whenever it Is necessary to carry 
out the spirit thereof. 

12. Commission, commissioners and board of com- 
missioners are synonymous with commission of 
forest, fish, and game. 

§ 142. Construction. — ^This act is intended to be a 
restatement of existing law with such changes as 
clearly appear. The terms of office of the present 
commissioners are not affected theieby. References 
In laws not repealed to provisions in acts incor- 
porated in this act and repealed, shall be construed 
as applying to such provisions in this act. Nothing 
In this act shall be construed as amending or re- 
pealing any provision of the criminal or penal code.

Note. — Section 160 was repealed by chapter 94 of 
the Laws of 1901. Sections 1 and 2 of said chapter 
take the place of said section 150 and read as follows: 

Section 1. Forest, fish and g*aiue commission. — 
The forest, fidh and game commission shall, except 
as in this act otherwise provided, consist of a single 
commissioner who shall have all the powers and 
duties now possessed by such conmiission, or by any 
member or members thereof. He shall be appointed 
by the governor by and with the advice and consent 
of the senate within ten days after the passage of 
this act. The term of office of such commissioner 
and his successors in office shall be four years, and 
in case of vacancy in the office, the appointment shall 
be to fill the vacancy. He shall receive an annual 
salary of five thousand dollars and the expenses 
necesaarily incurred by him in the discharge of his 
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official duties. Said commissioner shAll after Janu- 
ary first, nineteen hundred and three, appoint a 
deputy commissioner who shall receive an annual 
salary of two thou€»and five hundred dollars and the 
expenses necesearily incurred by him in the discharge 
of his official duties. During the absence or inability 
to act of the commissioner, the deputy commissioner 
shall have and exercise all the i)owers of the com- 
missioner. The commissioner and deputy commis- 
sioner shall each execute and file with the comptroller 
of the state a bond to the people of the state in the 
sum of ten thousand dollars with sureties to be ap- 
proved by the compitroUer, conditioned for the faith- 
ful performance of his duties and to laccount for and 
pay over pursuant to law, all moneys received by him 
in his office. The commissioner and deputy commis- 
sioner shall talse and subscribe the constitutional oath 
of office. The deputy commissioner may be removed 
by the commissioner who may in like mianner appoint 
a successor. The terms of office of the commission- 
ers of forest, fish and game now in office, shall ter- 
minate upon the appointment and qualification of 
such commissioner. 

§ 2. Associate commissioners. — ^The governor shall 
by and with the advice and consent of the senate, 
within ten days after the passage of this act, appoint 
two other commissioners of forest, fish- and game 
who shall be associated with the commissioner ap- 
pointed under the first section of this act, until Janu- 
ary first, nineteen hundred and three, when their 
terms of office shall expire, and until that time, but 
no longer, the forest, fish and game commission shall 
consist of the three commissioners provided for by 
this act, and shaU have all the powers and duties 
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Diow posee«sed by the forest, fish aiul game commlB- 
sion. Tbe oofmmissioners appointed under this sec- 
tion 9hall not receive any compensation for their ser- 
vices, but Gkhall receive the expenses actually and 
niecessariliy incurred by them in the discharge of the 
duties of th^ office to be audited by the coonp- 
troller. 

i 151. Shellfish coxmnission. — The commission 
shall designate one of their number shellfish commis- 
sioner. The shellfish commissioner shall have charge 
of the shellfish work of the commission, and shall 
certify to the commission as to whether grounds ap- 
plied for are oyster beds or natural growth. They 
shall also designate one of their number to act as 
secretary, who shall be removable at pleasure. The 
secretary shall devote his entire time to the work of 
the commission and perform the duties of secretary 
without extra compensation. 

§ 153. Fish culturist. — ^The commission shall ap- 
point a fish culturist who Is not a commissioner who 
shall have charge under the direction of the commis- 
sion of the culture of fish in the state. He shall re- 
ceive an annual salary of three thousand dollars, and 
have his actual and necessary traveling expenses 
while in the performance of his official duty. 

§ 154. Office and clerical force. — ^The commission 
shall have an office in the capitol at Albany and hold 
naeetlngs there at least once a month, and at such 
other times and places as they may appoint. The 
commission may lease an office in the borough of 
Manhattan or in the borough of Brooklyn for the 
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sale or lease of lands under water, as provided by 
law. The eommissdon may appoint an assistant sec- 
retary who shall have a salary of two thousand dol- 
lars a year; a superintendent of forests whose com- 
pensation they shall fix, and who shall, subject to the 
direction of the commission, have general supervision 
of the forest preserve and the forestry interests of 
the state; and such other clerical aseiistants as are 
actuailly needed. {A$ am*d hy chap, S26 of the Laws 
of 1901.) 

§ 155. Duties of oommissioa. — ^The commission shall 
have charge of the propagation and distribution of 
food and game fish and shell fish to supply the waters 
of the state; of hatching stations owned or operated 
by the state; of the enforcement of laws for the pro- 
tection of fish and game and the forests; of lands un- 
der water which have been or shall be designated, sur- 
veyed and mapped out pursuant to law as oyster beds, 
and power to grant shellfish franchises on such lands 
according to law, and such other powers and duties 
as are or may be imposed upon them by law. 

§ 156. Close season established in towns. — ^The 
commission may on the request of a majority of the 
town board of any town in which fish have been or 
shall be placed at the expense of the state, prohibit 
or regulate the talcing of fish from public inland 
waters therein, for not exceeding five years, from the 
first of May next after such fish have been furnished. 
At least thirty days before such prohibition or regula- 
tion shall take effect, a copy of the same shall be 
filed in the office of the clerk of the town to which 
the prohibition or regulation applies, and printed 
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o^plet thereof at least one foot square tliall be posted 
along the shores of the waters affected, not more 
than fifty rode apart. Whoever shall violate or at- 
tempt to violate any siieh prohibition or reirulatlon is 
gxiilty of a misdconeanor, and in addition thereto shall 
be liable to a penalty of sixty dollars for each viola- 
tion and an additional penalty of five dollars for each 
fish, taken or poeeeesed in viodation of this section. 
(A8 am*d by chap. 662 of the Lawe of 1901.) 

i 157. Power to take flsh. — The commission may 
take fish with nets at such times and in such manner 
as they deem proper for the artificial propagation of 
fish. The commission may also remove or cause to 
be removed from public waters fish which hinder or 
prevent the propagation of game or food fish. Such 
removal shall be effected by such means and under 
such regulations as the commission may provide. 
Moneys realized from fish so removed may be used 
by the commission in continuing the work of removal. 
Any person not in charge of a state net who shall 
handle or take flsh while confined therein, or shall 
fish within one hundred feet of any leader or net in 
use by the state shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

§ 158. Iieases for cultivation of shellfish. — ^The 
commission may lease lands under water for the cul- 
tivation of shellfish to persons who have resided in 
the state one year or more; but oyster beds of natural 
growth shall not be leased unless the same have for 
five years failed to produce natural oysters in suffi- 
cient quantities to enable persons engaged In the 
planting and cultivation thereof to earn a livelihood 
by worldng on such lands. Before a lease is made, 
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notice thereof must be posted for at least three weeks 
In a conspicuous place in the office of the commis- 
sion, in the office of the town clerk and in the post- 
office nearest to the lands applied for. The letting 
shall be at public auction to the highest bidder for 
not less than twenty-fiye cents an acre annually, and 
for not more than fifteen years. Moneys received 
from such leases shall be paid forthwith to the state 
treasurer. A lessee shall immediately mark the 
grounds leased, by stakes, buoys or monuments which 
shall be maintained by him, his successors or assigns 
during the continuance of the lease. Leases shall 
not be transferable in whole or in part except to per- 
sons who might have been original lessees. The com- 
missioners may summarily oust from such lands 
tenants whose rent is in arrears. 

§ 159. Iiimitation of last section. — ^The last section 
shaU not be construed as limiting the power of the 
commissioners of the land office to grant land under 
water, but any grant of land actually occupied and 
in use for the cultiyation of shell fish shall be sub- 
ject to the right oif the occupant to occupy and use 
the same for at least two years. The last section 
does not apply to or affect lands under water, held 
under colonial patents or legislative grants made by 
any town or person in the counties of Kings, Queens, 
Nassau, Suffolk and Richmond, or to lands under the 
waters of Gardiner's and Peconic bays ceded by the 
state to the county of Suffolk pursuant to chapter 
three hundred and eighty-five of the laws of eighteen 
hundred and eighty-four. (A.S am'd iy chap, 100 of the 
Laws of 1901.) ' 



{ 100. Special proTisionji as to leases. — ^In the 
oounties of Qaeens and Nassau, leases for shellfish 
cultiyatlon may be for not more than fifty years with 
the privilege of renewal at the expiration thereof. 
In Long Island sound in Suffolk county, such leases 
may be in perpetuity at a rate of not less than one 
dollar per acre payable in advance, and when granted 
must be conditioned on actual occupation and cultiva- 
tion within one year, and shall be deemed personal 
property. 

§ 161. To collect rental. — The commission may sue 
for, collect, compromise, compound or satisfy rents 
which now are or may hereafter be in arrears on 
leases by the state of lands under water, for the cul- 
tivation of shellfish, and to make such rebates there- 
on as in their judgment are Just and equitable; pro- 
vided the rental shall in no case be less than twenty- 
five cents an acre annually. 

I 162. Disputes as to shellfish leases settled. — The 
commission shall have Jurisdiction to hear all contro- 
versies which have arisen or may arise in regard to 
the leasing of lands under water for the cultivation 
of shellfish and to determine the same upon just and 
equitable terms. . 

I 163. Commission to report to legislature. — The 
commission shall annually report to the legislature 
their proceedings for each year ending September 
thirtieth with such recommendations as they deem 
proper. In such report they shall include a detailed 
statement of their receipts and disbursements from 
all sources; a brief description of the land purchased 
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during the year for the Adirondack park, and the 
reyenne from leases of lands in said park made prior 
to January first, eighteen hundred and ainety-five; 
and statistics of forest fires.

Section 170. Game protectors. — The commission 
shall appoint thirty-eight game protectors. ' They and 
their successors shall hold office during the pleasure 
of the commission. The commission shall from time 
to time designate from the protectors a chief game 
protector and two assistant chiefs, two oyster pro- 
tectors, an assistant oyster protector and a protector 
for the Saint Lawrence river. The chief game pro- 
tector shall have general supervision and control of 
all protectors, and shall have his office with the com- 
mission. 

§ 171. Game protectors to gfive bonds. — The chief 
game protector shall give a bond to the people of the 
state In the sum of one thousand dollars conditioned 
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for the faithful discharge of his duties, with sureties 
to be approved by the commission. Every other pro- 
tector shall give a like bond in the sum of five hun- 
dred dollars. 

§ 172. Compensation of game protectors. — The 
chief game protector shall receive an annual salary 
of two thousand dollars a year and his actual and 
neces&ary traveling expenses while in the discharge 
of his official duties, not exceeding one thousand dol- 
lars a year. Any chief game protector who has 
served as such for upwards of five years may by order 
of the commission receive a salary of two thousand 
five hundred dollars. The assistant chief protectors 
shall each have twelve hundred dollars a year and 
their necessary traveling and incidental expenses 
while in the discharge of their official duties not ex- 
ceeding seven hundred and fifty dollars a year. Each 
state oyster protector shall receive one thousand dol- 
lars a year and his actual and necessary traveling 
and Incidental expenses while in the discharge of his 
official duties not exceeding seven hundred and fifty 
dollars a year; the assistant oyster protector shall 
when actually employed, receive two dollars and a 
half a day and his actual and necessary traveling and 
Incidental expenses while in the discharge of his 
official duty not exceeding five hundred dollars a year. 
Other protectors shall receive five hundred dollars a 
year and an allowance for expenses not exceeding 
four hundred and fifty dollars a year. Bach of said 
protectors shall receive one-half of the fines and pen- 
alties less the expenses of recovering the sum col- 
lected in actions brought upon information furnished 
by him. 
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S 173. Powers of gtLjne protectors. — Game protec- 
tors shall enforce all laws relating to fish and game; 
all laws of boards of superrisors relating to the same; 
all laws and regulations for the protection and ijreser- 
vation of the forest preserve and public parks de- 
scribed in this act; and shall have power to execute 
all warrants and search warrants issued for a viola- 
tion of the forest, fish and game law; to serve a sum- 
mons issuing from justice's court; to serve subpoenas 
issued for the examination and investigation or trial 
of offences against any of said laws; to make search 
where they have cause to believe that fish or game 
is possessed in violation of law, and without search 
warrant to examine the contents of any boat, car, 
box, locker, basket, creel, crate, gamebag or other 
package and the contents of any building other than 
a dwelling house, except in the counties of Ne\y York 
and Kings, to ascertain whether any of the provisions 
of this act or of any law for the protection of fish, 
shellfish and game have been violated, and to use 
such force as may be necessary for the purpose of 
such examination and inspection; and with a search 
warrant to search and examine the contents of any 
building or dwelling house; to arrest without waixant 
any person committing a misdemeanor under the pro- 
visions of this act in their presence, and take such 
person immediately before a magislTate having juris- 
diction for trial. 

§ 174. Becords and reports. — Each game protector 
shall keep a daily record of his official acts, and at 
the close of each month report the same to the chief 
game protector. The salary and traveling expenses 
of a protector shall not be payable except upon the 
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certificate of the chief game protector that such pro- 
tector has made the required report and properly per- 
formed his duties. 

i 175. Chief game protector's report. — ^The chief 
game protector shall make a monthly report to the 
commission of the operation of his department duriug 
the preceding month, and shall report any negligence 
or failure to perform duty on the part of « any game 
protector, and shall make such further reports as 
shall be required by the commission. 

S 176. Special game protectors. — ^The commission 
may in its discretion appoint a person recommended 
by a majority of the supervisors of any county or by 
any game club incorporated for the protection of fish 
or game, as special game protector. Such special 
game protectors shall hold office during the pleasure 
of the commission and shall have the same powers 
as game protectors except the right to search without 
warrant, but shall not receive pay . from the state. 
They shall make reports in the same manner as game 
protectors. 

S 177. Sheriff and constables. — Peace officers shall 
have the same powers as game protectors under this 
act, except the right of search without warrant 

S 178. Nets to be destroyed by game protectors. — 
Nets, pounds or other devices unlawfully had, set or 
used in or upon any of the waters or islands of this 
state, for the purpose of taking fish or game in viola- 
tion of this act, are hereby declared to be public 
nuisances and may be summarily destroyed and 
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abated by any game protector or private person. Ko 
action for damages shall be maintained for sncll 
seizure or destruction. 

i 179. Expense of seizure of nets. — The reasonable 
expense of the seizure, removal or destruction of any 
net, pound or other illegal device shall be a county 
charge against the county in which the same shall be 
seized, and shall be audited and paid as a county 
charge on the yerified statement of the game protector 
making the seizure, stating the time and place of 
such destruction, the name of the person or persons 
employed, the time spent and money paid, if any, 
therein.

Section 185. Actions for penalties by the people. — 
Actions for penalties under this act shall be in the 
name of " the people of the state of New York;" ajid 
must be brought on the order of the chief game pro- 
tector or of a commissioner. Special counsel may be 
employed and their compensation fixed by the com- 
mission. Such actions may be discontinued by order 
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of the court on the application of the chief game 
protector upon such terms as the court may direct. 
Such actions if in justice's courts, may be brought 
in any town of the county in which the penalty is 
incurred or of the county in which the defendant 
resides. 

§ 186. Costs in actions by the people. — In case of 
recovery of any amount in an action for a penalty 
under this act or in an action authorized by 
the article on forests and public parks, the people 
shall recover full costs as provided by section thirty- 
two hundred and fifty-one of the code of civil pro- 
cedure, together with witnesses' fees and other dis- 
bursements. 

§ 187. Proceeds of actions by the people. — .Moneys 
recovered in an action for a penalty, or upon the 
settlement or compromise thereof, and fines for viola- 
tions of this act shall be paid to the commission who 
shall apply so much thereof as may be necessary to 
the payment of the expenses of collection, and shall 
on the certificate of the chief game protector, pay 
one-half the balance to the game protector upon whose 
information the action was brought The balance of 
such receipts shall be available on the certificate of 
the chief game protector for the expenses of prose- 
cutions for violations of this act 

S 188. Actions by private persons or societies. — A 
private person except the owner or lessee of premises 
upon which a penalty is Incurred, on giving security 
for costs to be approved by a judge of the court in 
which the action is brought and any society or cor-

poratlon for the protection of fish or game, may re- 
cover in his or its name any penalty imposed by this 
act, and shall be entitled in case of collection, to 
one-half of the recovery; the balance shall be paid 
to the commission. Notice of the commencement of 
such an action shall be given to the chief game pro- 
tector within fifteen days after the service of the 
summons therein, and failure to give such notice 
shall be a defense to the action. If after the com- 
mencement thereof an action be brought for the same 
penalty in the name of the people, an order shall be 
entered on the application of the chief game protec- 
tor or of a commissioner for the discontinuance of 
such action without cost to either party. Motion 
papers in such an application shall be entitled in 
both actions. 

§ 189. Judgmemts; how enforced. — Judgments re- 
covered under this act may be enforced by execution 
against the person. A person imprisoned upon such 
an execution shall be confined for not less than one 
day, and at the rate of one day for each dollar re- 
covered. No person shall be imprisoned more than 
once or for more than six months on the same judg- 
ment Imprisonment shall not operate to satisfy a 
judgment 

S 190. Criminal Jurisdiction of courts. — Courts of' 
special sessions and police courts in towns and vil- 
lages, and the several courts in cities having juris- 
diction to try misdemeanors as provided by section 
fifty-six of the code of criminal procedure, shall in 
the first instance have exclusive jurisdiction of 
offenses committed under this act, and the jurlsdic- 
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tion of said courts shall extend to all such offenses 
committed in the county where the court sits. A 
warrant shall be returnable before the magistrate is- 
suing the same. 

§ 191. Search warrants; when issued. — Any Jus- 
tice of the peace, police Justice, county Judge, Judge 
of a city court or magistrate having criminal Juris- 
diction, shall if it appear probable that fish or game 
taken or possessed contrary to the provisions of this 
act, is concealed, issue a search warrant for the dis- 
covery thereof, according to the practice provided in 
sections seven hundred and ninety-fOur to seven hun- 
dred and ninety-seven inclusive of the code of crimi- 
nal procedure. 

§ 192. Punishment for misdemeanor. — A person 
convicted of a misdemeanor under this act shall, ex- 
cept as otherwise provided, be punished by a fine of 
not less than ten dollars or more than the amount of 
penalty recoverable in a civil action for the offense 
committed; or by imprisonment in the county Jail or 
penitentiary for not less than one day or more than 
one day for every dollar of such penalty, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment 

S 193. Witnesses not excused from testifying. — 
No person shall be excused from testifying in any 
civil or criminal action or proceeding talcen or had 
nnder this act upon the ground that his testimony 
might tend to convict him of a crime. But no evi- 
dence derived from the examination of such person 
shall be received against him upon a criminal prose 
cution.

Section 200. I*aying out private parks. — A private 
park for the propagation and protection of fish, birds 
or game may be established by an owner or person 
having the exclusive right to hunt or fish on land 
or land and water, by publishing once a week for 
not less than four weeks in a newspaper printed in 
the county where such land or land and water are 
situated, a notice substantially describing the same 
and stating that it will be used as a private park to 
propagate and protect fish, birds or game. But 
waters stocked with fish by the state at any time 
after April seventeenth, eighteen hundred and ninety- 
six, shall not be laid out in any such park. If waters 
In any such park are hereafter stocked by the state 
with the consent of the owner the provisions of this 
article shall no longer apply thereto. 

§ 200a. Laying out private parks^ continued. — 
Part of a lake or pond may be laid out in a private 
park, if all riparian owners, including owners of the 
bed thereof, consent thereto in writing. If the state 
of New York be such an owner such consent may be 
given by the commission. {Added hy chap, 538 of the 
Laws of 1900.) 



§ 201. Notices in priiMite parks. — Notices or sign- 
boards not less than one foot square warning all per- 
sons against hunting or fishing or trespassing there- 
on for that purpose, shall be conspicuously posted 
and maintained on a private park as follows: If It 
consists entirely of land, not more than forty rods 
apart along the entire boundary thereof; if it con- 
sists of land and water, at least one notice for each 
one hundred acres thereof; if It consists of a lake or 
pond only, in at least four conspicuous places on or 
near the shore thereof; if It consists of a stream only, 
not more than one-half mile apart on the banks there- 
of. If a park be fenced upon part or the whole of 
the outer boundary thereof, notices shall be placed 
on or near the fence not. more than forty rods apart 

§ 202. Protection of private lands not parks. — An 
owner or person having the exclusive right to hunt 
or fish upon enclosed or cultivated lands, or to take 
fish in a pond or stream, may maintain such notices 
or signboards upon every fifty acres of the premises 
sought to be protected upon or near the lot lines 
thereof, or If waters only, upon or near the shores 
thereof In at least two conspicuous places, or may 
personally serve a written notice in the name of such 
owner or person containing a brief description of the 
premises warning all persons against hunting or fish- 
ing or trespassing thereon for that purpose. 

$ 203. Fish and game protected. — ^No person shall 
take or disturb fish, birds or game on any private 
park or private lands, or trespass thereon for that 
purpose, after notice as prescribed In this act. A 
person who violates any provision of this article Is

guilty of a misdemeanor, aiid sball be subject to ex- 
emplary damages not exceeding twenty-five dollars 
for each trespass committed in addition to the actual 
damages sustained. (A§ anCd by chap. S4S of the LoiOM

S 204. Sig^ns not to be defaced. — ^A person who in- 
jures, defaces or removes a notice or sign-board 
placed or malntaii^ed pursuant to the provisions of 
this act, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and liable to a 
penalty of twenty-five dollars.

Section 208. Notice of construction of dam. — 
Bef(Mre the construction of a dam is commenced on 
any stream more than six miles long Inhabited by 
fish protected by this act, the plan thereof and a 
statement of the name, leng^th and location of the 
stream shall be given to the commission by the per 
son, or if by public authority, by the official direct- 
ing or permitting the work. 

i 209. Fishways ordered. — ^The commission may by 
an order entered in their minutes and served by copy 
on any person or official direct the construction of 
fishways in proper form in any dam, or if there be 
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fishways, such changes therein as will make them 
efficient. Any person or official receiving such an 
order may oi| notice to the commission, apply to be 
relieved therefrom to the supreme court, which shall 
have power to affirm, reverae or modify the tame as 
justice requires. 

i 210. Fishways in Saint Lawrence and Franklin 
cotmtifis. — No person shall maintain on a river in

Section 216. Forest preserve. — ^The forest preserve 
shall include the lands owned or hereafter acquired 
by the state within the county of Clinton, except the 
towns of Altona and Dannemora, and the counties of 
Delaware, Essex, Franklin, Fulton, Hamilton, Herki- 
mer, Lewis, Oneida, Saratoga, Saint Lawrence, War- 
ren, Washington, Greene, Ulster and Sullivan, except 

1. Lands within the limits of any village or city, 
and 



2. Lands not wild lands acquired by the state on 
foreclosure of mortgages made to loan commissioners. 

S 217. Adirondack park. — ^The Adirondack park 
shall include all lands now owned or hereafter ac- 
quired by the state within the county of Hamilton; 
the towns of Newcomb, Minerya, Schroon, North 
Hudson, Keene, North Elba, Saint Armand and Wil- 
mington, in the county of Essex; the towns of Har- 
rietstown, Santa Clara, Altamont, Waverly and 
Brighton, in the county of Franklin; the towns of 
Webb and Wilmurt, In the county of Herkimer; the 
towns of Hopkinton, Colton, Clifton and Fine, In the 
county of Saint Lawrence, and the towns of Johns- 
burgh, Stony Creek and Thurman, and the islands 
in Lake George, in the county of Warren. Such 
park shall forever be reserved and maintained for the 
free use of all the people. (As am'd by cTiap. 608 of 
the Law% of 1900,) 

i 218. Saint Iiawrence reservation. — ^AU that part 
of the river Saint Lawrence lying &nd being within 
the state, with the islands therein, and such lands 
along the shore thereof as are now owned by or 
shall hereafter be acquired by the state, is hereby 
constituted an international parlc which shall be 
known as the ** Saint Lawrence reservation." 

§ 219. Beer parks in the Gatskills. — The commis- 
sion shall establish in the forest preserve In the 
counties of Delaware, Greene, Sullivan and Ulster 
not more than three deer parks for breeding deer and 
wild game. The commission may purchase and place 
in such paries deer or other game. No game shall 
be taken in any such park for five years after it is 
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established. The commission may at any time en- 
large the boundaries of said parks and may receive 
private subscriptions and expend the same as public 
moneys for the purposes named, or to purchase lands 
in such parks. 

fi 220. Powers of commission. — ^The commission 
shall 

1. Have the care, control and supervision of the

heretofore lawfully used, or may be reasonably re- 
quired in the prosecution of lawful business.

8. Possess all the powers relating to the forest pre- 
serve- and the Adirondack park which were vested 
in the commissioners of the land office and in the 
comptroller on May fifteenth, eighteen hundred and 
eighty-five. 

4. Make rules for the plrevention of forest fires and 
cause the same to be posted in all proper places 
throughout the state. 

5. Prepare and distribute tracts giving information 
on the care and renewal of private woodlands, and 
with the approval of the superintendent of public 
instruction and the regents of the university, supply 
to schools, academies and colleges the means of in- 
struction in forestry. 
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i 221. Bight of partitioiL— Whenever the state 
owns an undivided interest in lands In the forest 
preserve, or is in possession of such lands as joint 
tenant or tenant In common with another having a 
freehold estate therein, the attorney general shall on 
the request of the commission, bring an action in the 
name of the people for the actual partition thereof. 
On the written consent of the commission, a co- 
tenant may maintain an action for the actual parti- 
tion of such land, making the state a party defend- 
ant, and service of process upon the attorney-general 
shall be deemed service upon the state. Lands shall 
not be sold in such an action or shall costs be allowed 
against the state. Actual partition of such lands 
may be made by the commission subject to the ap- 
proval of the comptroller who may in the name of 
the people, make any conveyance necessary or proper 
In such partition. Such conveyances shall be re> 
corded in like manner as conveyances made by com- 
missioners of the land office. 

i 222. Trespass on forest preserve. — Actions may 
on the order of a commissioner or the chief game 
protector, be maintained in the name of the people 
through special counsel whose compensation shall be 
fixed by the commission, to recover damages for tres- 
pass or waste on lands in the forest preserve, or to 
prevent trespass or injury thereto with relief by tem- 
porary or final Injunction; or to recover possession of 
lands belonging to the state within the forest pre- 
serve. Moneys recovered in such an action shall be 
paid to the commission, which after paying the ex- 
penses of collection, shall on the certificate of the 
chief game protector pay to the game protector upon 



whose information the action was brought, twenty- 
fiye dollars, or if the net balance be less than fifty 
dollars, one-half thereof. A person who cuts or 
carries away any tree, timber, wood or bark from 
state lands in the forest preserve is guilty of a mis- 
demeanor; he shall also be liable to a penalty of ten 
dollars for each tree cut, taken away or destroyed by 
him, or under his direction. The penalty so incurred 
may be recovered in the action to recover damages 
for trespass or in a separate action. 

f 223. Purchases in Adirondack park. — Subject to 
the approval of the commissioners of the land office, 
the commission may 

1. Contract for the purchase of lands by the state 
within the Adirondack park subject to such reserva- 
tion as may be agreed upon during the ten years next 
following the date of the contract, except the re- 
moval of trees under twelve inches in diameter three 
feet from the ground; 

2. Contract that such lands not owned by the state, 
shall in consideration of exemption from taxation for 
state and county purposes, become public as part of 
the park in like manner as state lands. Such a con- 
tract must provide against the removal of live timber 
except spruce, tamarack or poplar, more than twelve 
inches in diameter three feet from the ground and 
may reserve to the owner the right to clear not more 
than one acre within each one hundred acres of land, 
and may contain such other reservations for occu- 
pancy as may be agreed upon. The approval of the 
commissioners of the land office must appear on any 
guch contract by the certificate of their clerk. Every 
conveyance to the state made as herein provided 
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must before it is accepted, be certified by the at- 
torney-general to be in conformity with the contract. 
Such conveyances shall be recorded in like manner 
as conyeyances made by commissioners of the land 
office. 

§ 224, Proceeds of lands in the forest preserve. — 
Moneys received from the sale or lease of lands form- 
ing part of the forest preserve shall be available only 
for the purchase of lands to extend the same, and 
expenses incidental to such purchase and shall not 
be paid except upon the order of the commission and 
audit of the comptroller. 

§ 224a. Chief fire warden and f oresteors.— /The com- 
mission shall appoint a chief fire warden who shall 
receive an annual salary of fifteen hundred dollars 
and his necessary traveling expenses, and who shall 
have sui>ervision of town fire wardens, visit and in- 
struct them in their duties and enforce th'e law as 
to fire districts in towns and under the authority of 
the commission commence prosecutions for violations 
of laws to prevent forest fires; and may from time 
to time employ expert foresters at a total annual 
compensation not to exceed three thousand dollars, 
and at a rate not exceeding fifteen hundred dollars 
a year for any forester. The chief and expert for- 
esters shall hold office during the pleasure of the 
commission and perform such duties for the preserva- 
tion of forests as the commission shall prescribe. 
(Added &]/ chap. S26 of the Laws of 1901.)

S 225. Pire wardens and fire districts. — ^The com- 
mission shall from time to time In every town having 
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lands which are part of the forest preserve, and may 
In every town having lands which would become part 
of the forest preserve if acquired by the state, ap- 
point a fire warden who shall act during the pleasure 
of the commission. When required by the commis- 
sion, such fire warden shall, and any such fire warden 
may establish two or more fire districts in his town. 
He may also by a written appointment filed in the 
town clerk's office, from time to time appoint a resi- 
dent citizen in each district as district fire warden 
who shall act during the pleasure of the fire warden. 
Such districts shall be established by filing in the 
town clerk's office a map showing the boundaries 
thereof, and by posting a duplicate map in a public 
place in the town. The cost of such maps not ex- 
ceeding ten dollars shall be a town charge. In every 
other town the supervisor shall be fire warden by 
virtue of his office. If the supervisor be absent when 
fire occurs, or fail to act, any justice of the peace in 
the town may act as fire warden. 

§ 226. Buties of fire wardens. — Under the commis- 
sion a fire warden is charged with preventing and ex- 
tinguishing forest fires in his town. In case of fire 
In or threatening forest or woodland, the district fire 
warden, if any, or if none, the fire warden shall 
attend forthwith and use all necessary means to con- 
fine and extinguish the same. The fire warden may 
destroy fences or plow land, or in an emergency, set 
back-fires to check fire. Either the fire warden or a 
district fire warden may summon any resident of his 
town to assist in putting out fire. Any person sum- 
moned who is physically able and refuses to assist, 
shall be liable to a penalty of ten dollars. An action 
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for trespass shall not lie against persons crossing or 
worliing upon lands of another to extinguish fire. 
In case a forest fire bum over more than an acre of 
land, the fire warden of the town in which it occurs 
shall make a report thereof to the commission, giving 
the area burned over, the quantity of timber, wood, 
logs, barls or other forest products, and of fences,' 
bridges and buildings destroyed with an estimate of 
the value thereof. He shall also report the cause of 
such fire, and the means used in putting it out 

§ 227. Compensation of fire wardens and others 
employed at fires. — Fire wardens and district fire 
wardens shall receive two dollars and a half a day 
for time actually employed at forest fires or in the 
prevention thereof. Ekich town board of audit may 
fix the price to be paid per day, not exceeding two 
dollars, for services of laborers at forest fires in their 
respective towns, and serve notice thereof on their 
town fire wvirdens and on the forest, fish and game 
commiesion. If necessary to protect land in the forest 
preserve the commission may direct the employment 
of laborers at not exceeding two dollars a day, and 
such direction shall be binding on the towns. All ser- 
vices rendered at forest fires or in the prevention 
thereof, shall be a town charge. In towns where 
fire wardens are appointed by the commission, bills 
for services at fires must be approved by the fire 
warden and a duplicate bill with his approval and a 
certifi<»ite of the board of town auditors showing the 
bill has been paid, filed with the commission. On ap- 
proval of the bills filed with the commission, the 
comptroller shall pay ono-half the amount so ex- 
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pended in any »ueh a town, to the town. {Ab am'd 
by cJiop, 519 of the Laws of 1901,) 

§ 22S. Bailroads in forest lands. — Every railroad 
company shall on such part of its road as passes 
through forest lands or lands subject to fires from 
any cause, cut and remove from its right of way 
along such lands at least twice a year a.l grass, brush 
and other inflammable materials; employ in seasons 
of drought and before vegetation has revived in the 
spring, sufficient trackmen to promptly put out fires 
on Its right of way; provide locomotives thereon with 
steel netting or iron wire on the smoke stacks to pre- 
vent the escape of fire and sparks, and adequate de- 
vices to prevent the escape of fire from ashpans and 
furnaces, which shall be used by every engineer and 
fireman on such part of its road. No railroad com- 
pany or employee thereof shall deposit fire coals or 
ashes on its track or right of way near such lands. 
In case of fire on its own or neighboring lands, the 
railroad company shall use all practicable means to 
put it out Engineers, conductors or trainmen dis- 
covering or knowing of fires in fences or other ma- 
terial along or near the right of way of the railroad 
in such lands, shall report the same at the first sta- 
tion to the station agent, and such station agent shall 
forthwith notify the nearest fire warden or game pro- 
tector thereof, and use all necessary means to ex- 
tinguish the same. Any railroad company or em- 
ployee thereof violating any provision of this section 
shall be liable to a penalty of one hundred dollars for 
every such violation. 
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§ 229. Fires to clear land. — Fallows, stumps, logs 
or fallen timber shall not be burned in the territory 
hereinafter described from April first to June tenth 
both inclusive, or from September first to November 
tenth both inclusive. From June eleventh to August 
thirty-first, both inclusive, such fires may be set 
therein if written permission of the fire warden or 
district fire warden of the town or district in which 
the fire is set has been first obtained. If In a locality 
near forest or woodland, the fire warden or district 
fire warden shall be personally present when the fire 
is started. Such fires shall not be started during a 
heavy wind or without sufficient help present to con- 
trol the same, and the same shall be watched by the 
person setting the fire until put out. Any person 
violating any provision of this section is guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and in addition thereto is liable to a 
penalty of three hundred dollars. This section ap- 
plies to Hamilton county; to the towns of Minerva, 
Newcomb, North Hudson, Schroon, Keene, Jay, 
Lewis, North Elba, Saint Armand, and Wilmington, 
Essex county; the towns of Waverly, Harrietstown, 
Brandon, Santa Clara, Brighton, Belmont, Franklin, 
Duane and Altamont, Franklin county; the towns of 
Hopkinton, Colton, Ollfton, Fine, Edwards, Pltcairn, 
Clare, Russell and Parlshville of Saint Lawrence 
county; the towns of Diana, Croghan, Watson, Greig, 
and Lyonsdale of Lewis county; to the towns of 
Webb, Wllmurt, Ohio, Salisbury, Remsen and Russia, 
Herkimer county; the town of Forestport, Oneida 
county; the towns of Stratford, Caroga, Bleecker, and 
Mayfleld, Fulton county; the towns of Day, Edin- 
burgh, Hadley and Corinth, Saratoga county; the 
towns of Johnsburgh, Thurman and Stony Greek, 
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Warren county; the towns of Putnam, Dresden, and 
Fort Ann, Washington county; the towns of Altona, 
Dannemora, Ellenburgh, Saranac and Black Brook, 
Clinton county; the towns of Denning, Hardenburgh, 
Shandaken, Olive, Rochester, Wawarsing and Wood- 
stock, Ulster county; the towns of Neversink and 
Rockland, Sullivan county; the towns of Andes, Col- 
chester, Hancock and Middletown, Delaware county; 
the towns of Hunter, Jewett, Lexington and Wind- 
ham, Greene county. 

§ 290. Forest fires prohibitecL — ^A person who wil- 
fully or negligently sets fire to waste or forest lands 
of t/be state or of a private person, or who suffers a 
fire on his own lands to extend therefrom or to state 
lands is guilty of a . misdemeanor and may be im- 
prisoned not more than one year and be liable to pay 
a fine of not more than two hundred and fifty dollars 
or both. He shall also be liable to the state or any 
person for the damages caused by such wrongful act. 
{As anCd hy chap, 519 of the Laws of 1901.) 

% 231. Proceeds of actions for forest fires. — Moneys 
received in the name of the people for violations of 
sections two hundred and four, two hundred and 
twenty-eight, two hundred and twenty-nine, and two 
hundred and thirty of this act, shall be paid to the 
commission who shall apply so miuch thereof as may 
be necessary to the payment of the expenses of col- 
lections and shall pay one-half of the balance, not 
exceeding in any one case fifty dollars, to the fire- 
warden or district firewarden upon whose informa- 
tion the action was brought. The balance of such 
receipts shall be available for enforcing the various 
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provisions of law for the protection of forests agsaiuAt 
fire. (Added Inf chap, 491 of the Laws of 1901.) 

§ 234. I«aws repealed and saving clause. — The 
laws or parts thereof mentioned in the schedule here- 
to annexed and all acts amendatory thereof or sup- 
plemental thereto or inconsistent with this act are 
hereby repealed; but such repeal shall not affect 
chapter two hundred and twenty of the laws of eight- 
een hundred and ninety-seven as amended by chapter 
one hundred and thirty-five of the laws of eighteen 
hundred and ninety-eight and chapter six hundred 
and nineteen of the laws of eighteen hundred and 
ninety-nine, or affect or impair any right accruing, 
accrued or acquired, or any liability, penalty or for- 
feiture incurred under or by virtue of any law so 
repealed; prior to the time when this act takes effect 
And such right, liability, penalty or forfeiture may 
be asserted or enforced by action, and any criminal 
act may be prosecuted and punishment inflicted in 
the same manner and to the same extent as if such 
law had not been repealed. All actions and proceed- 
ings civil or criminal, commenced under any act 
either before or after this act takes effect, may be 
prosecuted and defended in the same manner as if 
this act had not been passed. {As arrCd by chap. 608 
of the Laws of 1900.)

RULES AND REGULATIONS. 



Fires for clearing land near a forest must not be 
started until the trees are in fudl leaf. After sucb 
fires arc ligrhted, competent persons muet remain to 
guard them until thb fire is completely extinguished; 
and the persons starting such fires will be held 
responsible for all damages, notwithstanding notice 
raay have been given to the firewardens. 

Fires will be permitted for the purposes of cooking, 
warmth and insect smudges; but before such fires are 
k^ndled^ sufiBcient space around the spot where the 
fire is to be lighted must be cleared from all combus- 
tible material; and before the place is abandoned, 
fires so lighted must be thoroughly quenched. 

All fires, other than those hereinbefore mentioned, 
are absolutely prohibited. 

Hunters and smokers are cautioned against allow- 
ing fires to originate from the use of firearms, cigars 
and pipes. Especial care should be taken that 
lighted matches are extinguished before throwing 
them down. All persons are warned that they will 
be held responsible for any damage or injury to the 
forest which may recmlt from their carelessness or 
neglect. 

Girdling and peeling bark from standing trees is 
prohibited. Fallen timber only may be used for 
firewood. 
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Foresters, flrewardeius, game protectors, and all citi- 
zens are requested to report to the Forest, Fish and 
Game Conmiission immediately all cases which may 
come to their kmywiled^, of damage or Injury to for- 
est trees arising from a violation of these rules.

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LICENSES. 

RULES AND REGULATIONS 
relating to the use of nets, adopted by the Board 
of Fisheries, Game and Forest, at the city of Albany, 
on the tenth day of July, 1895, amended on the fifth 
day of May, 1898, and further amended by the 
Forest, Fish and Game Commission on the ninth day 
of May, 1900. 

All licenses for nets shall be granted pursuant and 
subject to the following rules and regulations, which 
shall be plainly printed on each license issued, and 
made a part thereof: 

1. Only such kinds of nets shall be used as are 
specified in the license, and a license shall not be 
issued to a non-resident of the State. 

2. The license shall specify the kinds of nets to 
be used and the duration of the license. Licenses 
shall be granted for no longer than one year; all 
licenses granted during the year will expire on the 
thirty-first day of December following, unless an 
earlier date is specified; the Chief Game Protector 
may, at any time, in his discretion, revoke any li- 
cense after notice to the licensee of the charges made 
against him. 

8. A license issued, pursuant to these rules, is not 
transferable, and if a licensed net be used by any 
other person than the licensee or persons in his em- 
ploy, It shall be deemed forfeited. 

4. A metal tag shall be issued with each license, 
excepting for fyke nets for Hudson river netting, 
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apon which shall be stamped a number coxreepoa^&Ag 
with the number on the licenee. Such tLg uun Le 
attached to the net wheo in use, in atich a manner 
that it will be on top of or aboye the "wiLtei and in 
plain sight, at all times. The licensee m-^st exhibit 
his license when required, to Luy Game Protector, or 
to any peace officer of this State, ur to ;^y ]>erson 
designated by the Forest, Fish and Game Ck>iLimi8- 
sion. 

5. Licenses granted under the x^^ovlsions of sec- 
tion number 04 may be for one seine, net exceeding 
100 feet in length; one trap net not exceeding 14. feet 
in depth; two tyke nets, not exceeding three feet 
in diameter, with leaders not exceeding 50 feet in 
length; two gill nets each not exceeding 100 feet long. 

6. Nets licensed for any of the inland lal^es of the 
State or for taking minnows for bait, shall not be 
handled nor fish tal^en therefrom between sunset 
and sunrise. Fish not allowed to be talsen, shall, with 
careful handling^ be returned to the water imme- 
diately. 

7. The mesh of all nets used under any license **x- 
cept to take minnows for bait, shall not be loss than 
one and one-eighth Inch bar (one and one-eighth 
inches square). 

8. A licensed net shall only be used in the waters 
for which the license is given, and may be deter- 
mined by the Commission and specified In the 
license. 

9. A violation by a licensee, of any of these rules 
and regulations, or of any hereafter adopted, or of 
the Forest, Fish and Game Law, shall be sufficient 
cause for the revoking of a license. Failure to return 
tags at expiration of license or to make the report re- 
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quired by rule 12 Is sufficient cause for denying ad 

\ application. 

i 10. Any person holding a license, who shall forfeit 

the same by reason of being hereafter convicted of Il- 
legal fishing, or shall violate any of these rules, shall 
not thereafter be granted another license within one 
year, and no person shall be granted a license who 
within the year preceding the application,' has been 
convicted of Illegal fishing. 

11. All applications for licenses must be indorsed 
by two responsible persons. 

12. All persons holding a license shall make an an- 
nual report to the Commission of the num^j'^r or 
weight and Islnd of fish caught and the value of the 
same, and return all tags furnished with the license. 

13. Each applicant shall, at the time of filing his 
application, pay to the Secretary of the Commission, 
a fee of $1 for such license, and In case more than one 
tag is required, $1 shall be paid for each additional 
tag. 

14. No trout of any kind, excepting lake trout In 
Lakes Erie and Ontario, or salmon shall be taken 
with nets under these rules and regulations; the 
license shall specify what fish must not be taken. 

15. In licensing gill nets, all of the nets that are 
firmly fastened together shall be considered as being 
one net. 

16. Eel pots must not exceed in length 56 inches, 
and in diameter not more than 12 inches, if round or 
otherwise, and not more than 12 inches square, it 
square In form; the aperture or mouth of all eel pots 
shall not be more than one and one-half Inches in 
diameter. If round in form or otherwise, and not 
more than one and one-half Inches square, if square 



In form; And there shall be no firtnres or wings of 
any kind attached to or used In connection with eel 
pots, intended to stop fish or to guide or force them 
into the mouth of the pot 

17. The Forest, Fish and Game Commission reserve 
the right to alter, amend, repeal or modify any or all 
of the foregoing rules and regulations, and may 
adopt new ones at any time as they may deem ex- 
pedient. They may revoke any license granted here- 
under at any time, and for any reason which to 
them may seem sufficient. Nothing contained in any 
of these rules and regulations shall be construed as 
compelling the issuing of a license to any person nor 
to prevent the revoking of such license at any time. 



FOREST PURCHASING LAW* 



CHAPTBR 220, LAWS OF 1887. 

AN ACT to provide for the acquisition of land in the 
territory embraoed in the Adirondack parlc and 
making an appropriation therefor. 

The People of the State of New York, represented in 
Senate and Assembly ^ do enact as follows: 

Section 1. The governor, within tv^ienty days after 
this act takes effect, shall appoint from the commit 
sioners of fisheries, game and forest and the commls- 
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sioners of the land office, by and with the advice and 
consent of the senate, three persons to constitute a 
board to be known as " the forest preserve board." 
The members of such board may be removed by the 
governor at his pleasure. Vacancies shall be filled In 
like manner as an original appointment. The mem- 
bers of the board shall not receive any compensation 
for their services under this act, but shall receive 
their actual and necessary expenses to be audited by 
the comptroller. The board may employ such clerical 
and other assistants as It may deem necessary. The 
forest preserve board annually in the month of Janu- 
ary shall make a written report to the governor show- 
ing in detail all Its transactions under this act during 
the preceding calendar year. 

Note. — ^This section was in part repealed by chap- 
ter 9^ of the I^ws of 1901, section 3 of which is as 
follows: 

§ 3. Forest preserve board. — ^The terms of office of 
tlie members of the forest preserve board now in 
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office shall cease and determine within ten days after 
the passage of this act, and the powers, duties and 
functions now by law exercised by and imposed on 
them are hereby granted to and vested in the forest, 
fish and game commission, as provided for by this act. 
The governor may in his discretion after January 
first, nineteen hundred and three from time to time 
designate two commissioners of the land office who 
shall act with the forest, fish and game commissioner 
in acquiring lands for the state under said act. If so 
designated such commissioners of the land office and 
the forest, fish and game commissioner shall while 
such designations are in force constitute a board who 
shall have the same powers to acquire lands under 
said act that are now possessed by the forest preserve 
board. Lands shall not be purchased or acquired 
under chapter two hundred and twenty of the laws of 
eighteen hundred and ninety-seven, and the acts 
amending the same and supplemental thereto except 
with the consent of the governor. 

§ 2. It shall be the duty of the forest preserve board 
and it is hereby authorized to acquire for the state, by 
purchase or otherwise, land, structures or waters or 
such portion thereof in the teiTitory embraced in the 
Adirondack park, as defined and limited by the fish- 
eries, game and forest law, as It may deem advisable 
for the interests of the state. 

§ 3. The forest preserve board may enter on and 
take possession of any land, structures and waters in 
the territory embraced in the Adirondack park, the 
appropriation of which in its judgment shall be neces- 
sary for the purposes specified in section two hundred 
and ninety of the fisheries, game and forest law, and 
in section seven of article seven of the constitution. 
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f 4. Upon the request of the forest preserve board 
an accurate description of such lands so to be appro- 
priated shall be made by the state engineer and sur- 
veyor, or the superintendent of the state land survey, 
and certified by him to be correct, and such board or 
a majority thereof shall indorse 'on such description a 
certificate stating that the lands described therein 
have been appropriated by the state for the purpose 
of making them a part of the Adirondacl^ park; and 
such description and certificate shall be. filed In the 
ofiSce of the secretary of state. The forest preserve 
board shall thereupon serve on the owner of any real 
property so appropriated a notice of the filing and the 
date of filing of such description and containing a 
general description of the real property belonging to 
such owner which has been so appropriated; and from 
the time of such service, the entry upon and appro- 
priation by the state of the real property described in 
such notice for the uses and pui'poses above specified 
shall be deemed complete, and thereupon such prop- 
erty shall be deemed and be the property of the state. 
Such notice shall be conclusive evidence of an entry 
and appropriation by the state. The forest preserve 
board may cause duplicates of such notice with an 
aflBdavit of due service thereof on such owner to be 
recorded in the books used for recording deeds in the 
office of the clerk of any eountjy of this state where 
any of the property described therein may be situated, 
and the record of such notice and of such proof of ser- 
vice shall be evidence of the doie service thereof. 

§ 5. ClaJms for the value of the property taken and 
for damages caused by any such appropriation may 
be adjusted by the forest preserve board if the 
amount thereof can be agreed upon with the owners 
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of the land appropriated. T^e board may enter into 
an agreement with the owner of an^y land so taken 
and appropriated, for the value thereof, and for any 
damages resulting from such appropriation. Upon 
making such agreement the board shall deliver to the 
owner a oertifioate stating the amount due to him on 
account ot such appropriation of his lands, and a 
duplicate of su-ch certificate shall also be delivered to 
the comptroller. The amount so fixed shall be paid 
by the treasurer upon the wiarrant of the comptroller. 

§ 6. If the forest preserve board is unable to agree 
^vith the owner for the value of property so taken 
and appropriated, or on the amount of damages re- 
sulting therefrom, such owner, within two years after 
the service xxpon him otf the notice of appropriation 
as above specified, may present to the court of claims 
a claim for the value of such land and for such dam- 
ages, and the court of claims shall have jurisdiction 
to hear and determine such claim and render judg- 
ment thereon. Upon filing in the office of the comp- 
troller a certified copy of the final judgment of the 
court of claims, and a certificate of the attorney- 
general that no appeal from such judgment has been 
or will be taken by the state, or, if an appeal has 
been tflken a certified copy of the final judgment oif 
the appellate court, affirming in whole or in part the 
judgment of the court of claims, the comptroller shall 
issue his warrant for the payment of the amo<uiit due 
the claimant by such judgment, with interest from 
the date of the judgment until the thirtieth day after 
the entry of such final judgment, and such amount 
shall be paid by the treasrfrer. 

§ 7. The owner of land to be tfiken under this act 
may, at his option, within the lim-itations hereinafter 
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prescribed, reserve the spruce timber thereon ten 
inclies or more in diameter at a height of three feet 
above the ground. Such option must be exercised 
wHhin six months after the service upon him of a 
notice of the appropriation o(f such land by the forest 
preserve board, by serving upon such board a written 
notice that he elects to reserve the spruce timber 
thereon. If such a notice be not served by the owner 
within the time above specified, he shall be deemed to 
have waived his right to such reservation., and such 
timber shall thereupon become and be the property of 
the state. Land acquired by purchase may be taken 
subject tx) the reservation of the soft timber thereon 
down to eight inches in diamieter on the stump with 
the right to remove the stame, or subject to any lease, 
mortgage, or other encumbrance not extending ten 
years beyond date of purchase upon agreement be- 
tween the board and the owner. The amount or value 
of any such lien, encumbrance or timber right upon 
land so purchased, shall be deducted from the pur- 
chase price thereof. The presentation of a claim to 
the court of claims before the service of a notice of 
reservation, shall be deemed a waiver of the right to 
such reservation. (As am*d by chap, 652 of the Laws of 
1901.) 

§ 8. The reservation of timber and the manner of 
exercising and consummating such right are subject 
to the following restrictions, limitations and condi- 
tions: 

L The resennatlon does not include or afitect timber 
within twenty rods of a lalie, pond or river and such 
timber cannot be reserved. Roads may be cut or 
built across or througli such reserved space of twenty 
rods under ths supervision of the foirest preserve 
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board for the purpose of removing spruce timber from 
adjoining land, and the reservation of spruce timber 
within such space shall be deemed a reservation by 
the owner, his assignee or representative of the right 
to cut other timber necessary in constructing such 
road, but such resei'vatlon does not confer a right to 
remove such other timber so cut, or to use it other- 
wise than in constructing a road. 

2. The timber, reserved must be removed from the 
land within fifteen years after the service of notice of 
reservation or the making of an agreement subject to 
the regulations to be prescribed by the forest preserve 
board; but such land shall not be cut over more than 
once, and the said board may prescribe regulations 
for the purpose of enforcing this limitation. All tim- 
ber reserved and not removed from the land within 
such time shall thereupon become and be the property 
of the state, and all the title or claim thereto by the 
original owner, his assigna or representatives, shall 
thereupon be deemod abandoned. {As am'd hy chap, 
€19 of the Laws of 1899.) 

§ 9. A person Who reserves timber as herein pro- 
Tided is not entitled to any compensation for the 
value of his land purchased or taken and appropriated 
by the state, nor for any damages caused thereby, 
untU: 

1. The timber so reserved is all removed and the 
object of the reservation fully eonsiiram«ated; or 

2. The time limited for the removal of such timber 
has fully elapsed, or the right to remove any more 
timber Is waived by a written instrument filed with 
the forest preserve board; and 

3. The forest preserve board is satisfied that no tres- 
pass on state lands bas been committed by such 
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owner or his assigns or representatives; that no tim- 
ber or other property of the state not so reserved has 
been taken, removed, destroyed or injured by him or 
theon, and that a caufie of action in behalf of the 
state does not exi<st against him or th€m for any 
alleged trespass or other injury to the property or 
interests of the state; and 

4. That the owner, his assignee, or other represen- 
tative has fully complied with all rules, regulations 
and requirements of the forest preserve board con- 
cerning the use of streams or other property of the 
state for the purpose of removing such timber. 

Provided, however, that the forest preserve board 
may at any time by its certificate filed with the comp- 
troller direct the payment to the owner of such land, 
his legal representatives or assigns, of the compensa- 
tion therefor, or a part thereof, at such time, and 
upon such conditions as may be set forth in the cer- 
tificate. (As am*d by chap, 619 of the Laws of 1899,) 

§ 10. A warrant shall not be drawn by the comp- 
troller for the amount of compensation agreed upon 
between the owner and the forest preserve board, nor 
for the amount of a judgment rendered by the court 
of claims, until a further certificate by the board Is 
filed with him to the effect that the owner has not 
reserved any timber or that he, his assignee, or other 
representative, has complied with the provisions of 
this act, or has otherwise become entitled to receive 
the amount of the purchase price, award or judgment. 

§ 11. The forest preserve board may settle and ad- 
just any claims for damages due to the state on ac- 
count of any trespasses or other injuries to property 
or interests of the state, or penalties incurred by rea- 
son of 0uch trespasses or otherwise, and the amount 
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Df such damages or penalties so adjusted tslhall be 
deducted from the original compensation agreed to be 
paid for the lands, or for damages, or from a Judg- 
ment rendered by the court of claims on account of 
the appropriation of such land. A Judgment recoY- 
ered by the state for such a trespass or for a penalty 
shall likewise be deducted from the amount of such 
compensation or Judgment. 

§ 12. If timber is reserved upon land purchased of 
appropriated as provided by this act, interest is not 
payable upon the purchase price or the compensation 
which may be awarded for the value of such land or 
for damages caused by such appropriation, except as 
provided in section six. 

§ 13. Persona entitled to out and remove timber 
under this act may use streams or other waters be- 
longing to the state within the forest preserve for the 
purpose of removing such timber, under such regula- 
tions and conditions as may be prescribed or imposed 
by the forest preserve board. The persons using such 
waters shall be liable for all diamages caused by such 
use. 

§ 14. If timber be reserved, its value at the time of 
making an agreement between the owner and the for- 
est preserve board for the value of the land so appro- 
priated and the damages caused therebiy, or at the 
time of the presentation to the court of claims of a 
claim for such value and damages, shall be taken into 
consideration in determining the compensation to be 
awarded to the owner on account of such appropria- 
tion either by such agreement or by the Judgment 
rendered upon such a claim. 

§ 16. The forest preserve board may appoint In- 
spectors to examine the lands upon which tlmiber Is 
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reserved and ascertain and report to the board, from 
time to time, or whenever required, whether such tim- 
ber is bein^ removed in accordance with the provi- 
sions of this act, whether any trespasses or other vio- 
lations of this act are being committed, and whether 
the persons entitled to the use of such waters for the 
purpose of removing timiber have complied with the 
regulations and conditions relating thereto, prescribed 
or imposed by the board. 

§ 16. The forest preserve board shall fix the com- 
pensation of all clerks, inspectors or other assistants 
employed by it, which compensation shall be paid by 
the treasoirer, upon the certificate of the board and the 
audit and warrant of the comptroller. A person so 
api>ointed may be removed at the pleasure of the 
board. 

§ 17. The forest preserve board shall take such 
measures as may be necessary or proper to perfect the 
title to any lands in the forest preserve now held by 
the state, and for that purpose may pay and dis- 
charge any valid lien or incumbrance upon such land, 
or may acquire any outstanding or apparent right, 
title, claim or interest which, in its Judgment, consti- 
tutes a cloud on such title. The amounts necessary 
for the purposes of this section shall be paid by the 
treasurer upon the certificate of the board and the 
audit and warrant of the comptroller. 

§ 18. If an offer is made by the forest preserve 
board for the value of land appropriated, or for dam- 
ages caused by such appropriation, and such offer is 
not accepted, and the recovery In the court of claims 
exceeds the offer, the claimant is entitled to costs and 
disbursements as in an action in the supreme court, 
which shall be allowed and taxed by the court of 



claims and !n<cluded In Its judgment. If In such a 
case the recovery in the court of claims does not ex- 
ceed the offer, co9t8 and disursementa to be taxed 
shall be awarded in favor of the state against the 
claimant and deducted from the amount awarded to 
him, or if no amount is awarded judgment shall be 
entered In favor otf the state against the claimant for 
such costs and disbursements. If an order is not 
accepted, it cannot be given In evidence on the trial. 

§ 19. When a judgment for damages is rendered for 
the appropriation of any lands or waters for the pur- 
poses specified in this act, and it appears that there 
id any lien or Incumbrance ui)on the proi)erty so ap- 
propriated, the amount of such lien shall be stated in 
the Judgment, and the comptroller may deposit the 
amount awarded to the claimant in any bank in 
which moneys belonging to the state may be depos- 
ited, to the account of such judgment, to be paid and 
distributed to the persons entitled to the same as 
directed by the judgment. 

§ 20. The forest preserve board may and is hereby 
given the exclusive power to bring, in the name of 
the people of the state, any action or special proceed- 
ing in a court of justice or before the comptroller of 
the state to set aside the cancellation of any sale of 
land for taxes or to ascertain and determine the title 
to lands in the Adirondack park or in the forest pre- 
serve, claimed by any person or persons, associations 
or corporations adversely to the state, and, if such 
lands are held or occupied by or under such claim- 
ants, to recover the possession thereof; and to demand 
an accounting and recover damages for any timber 
cut or removed from any lands involved in any such 
action, and, If demanded in the complaint, to recover 



triple damages therefor; and for such ptirposes may 
brini: any action or special proceeding which an 
owner of lands would be entitled to bring, l^e forest 
preserve board may make any demand, tender or 
offer, before or after coimmenclng any action or special 
proceeding, deemed necessary or proper for the pur- 
pose of entitling it to enforce or defend any right or 
claim on behalf of the state, and may, in their discre- 
tion, settle and compromise any suits and special pro- 
ceedings authorized by this section and adjust the 
claims involved therein. The forest preserve board 
may employ attorneys and counsel to prosecute any 
such action or special proceeding, or to defend any 
such action or special proceeding or any action or pro- 
ceeding brought against the board or any of its mem- 
bers, arising out of their official conduct with relation 
to the forest preserve. The compensation and dis- 
bursements of such attomeys and counsel shall be 
fixed by the board. All such actions shall be brought 
in the county where the lands are located, and a pre- 
liminary or final injunction may, on application in an 
action brought under this section, be granted restrain- 
ing any act of trespass, waste or destruction upon 
any lands within the Adirondack park, or In the for- 
est preserve, claimed or owned by the state, or which 
may hereafter be acquired by the state. (As am*d by 
chap. 1S5 of the La/ws of 1898,) 

§ 21. Service of a notice by the forest preserve 
board undear section four must be personal If the per- 
son to be served can be found in the state. The pro- 
visions of the code of civil procedure relating to the 
service of a summons in an action In the supreme 
court, except as to publication, apply, so far as prac- 
ticable, to the service of such a notice. If a person 
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to be »erved cannot with due diligence be found In the 
state, a justice of the supreme court nuay, by order, 
direct the manner of such service, and service shall 
be made accordingly. 

§ 22. The court of claims, if requested by the claim- 
ant or the attorney-general, shall examine the real 
property alf ected by the claim of damages for the ap- 
propriation thereof and take the testimoniy in relation 
thereto in the county where such property or a part 
thereof Is situated. The actual and necessary ex- 
penses of each Judge and of each officer of the court 
in making such examination and in so taking testi- 
mony shall be audited by the comptroller and paid 
from the money appropriated for the purposes of this 
act. (As am^d hy chap. 1S5 of the Laws of 1898.) 

§ 23. The power to appropriate real property, vested 
in the forest preserve board by section four, is subject 
to the following limitations: Such real property must 
adjoin land already owned or appropriated by the 
state at the time the description and certificate are 
filed in the office of the secretary of state, except that 
timber land not so adjoining state land may be appro- 
priated wlienever In the judgment of the board timber 
thereon other than spruce, pine or hemlock is being 
cut or removed to the detriment of the forest, or the 
interests of the state. 

Note. — Section 24 made an appropriation which has 
been expended. 

§ 25. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with 
this act are hereby repealed. 

f 26. This act shall take eflfect inunisdiately.

CHAPTER 94. 

AN AOT supplemental to and to amend the forest, 
fi'Sth and game law and chapter two hundred and 
twenty of the laws of eighteen hundred and ninety- 
seven, entitled " An act to provide for the acqutel- 
tion of land In the territory embraced in the Adiron- 
dack park and making an appropriation therefor; 
in relation to the commisedoniers of the forest, fish 
and game comml^on and of tbe f oreet preserve 
board." 
Became a law, March 12, 1901, with the approval of 
the Governor. Passed, three-fifths being present. 
TJie People of the State of New York, represented in 
Senate and AssemblPf do enact as follows: 

Section 1. Forest, fish and game commission* — ^The 
forest, fish and game commission shall, except as in 
this act otherwise provided, consist of a single com- 
missioner who shall have -all the powers and duties 
now possessed by such commission, or by any mem- 
ber or n>embers thereof. He shall be appointed by 
the governor by and with the advice and consent of 
the senate within ten days after the passage of this 
act. The term of office of such commissioner and his 
successors In office shall be four years, and in case of 
vacancy in the office, the appointment shall be to fill 
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tke TB/auuof, H« cAiall recelre an anntal lalaij of 
ire tbouaaod dollars and the expenses necessarily 
iacurred by him in the discharge of his oiBcial duties. 
Said comunissioner shall after January first, nineteen 
hundred and tAiiee, appoint a deputy commissioner 
who shall receive an anual salary of two thousand 
fiye hundred dollars and the expenses necessarily in- 
curred' by him in the dischai^ge of his official duties. 
During the absence or inability to act of the commith 
sioner, the deputy commissioner shall have and exer- 
cise sM the powers of the commissioner. The coon- 
mission^r and deputy commissioner shall each execute 
and file with the comptroller of the state a bond to 
the people of the state in the sum of ten thousand dol- 
lars with sureties to be approved by the comptroller, 
conditioned for the faithful performance of his duties 
and to account for and pay over pursuant to law, all 
moneys received by him in his office. The commis- 
sioner and deputy commissioner shall take and sub- 
scribe the constitutional oath of office. The deputy 
commissioner may be removed by the commissioner 
who may in like manner appoint a successor. The 
terms of office of the commissioners of forest, fish and 
gamie now in office, shall terminate ux>on the appoint- 
ment and qualification of such commissioner. 

§ 2. Associate commissioners. — ^The governor shall 
by and with the adTice and consent of the senate, 
within ten days after the passage of this act, appoint 
two other commissioners of forest, fis>h and game who 
shall be associated with the commissioner appointed 
under the first section of this act, until January first, 
nineteen hundred and three, when their terms of office 
shall expire, and until that time, but no longer, the 
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fMTMt, #flii maA gmmm oomnlMion ffhall con«ist of the 
thTM conmiJMkloii«ni proyided (or by tbis aot, and 
•hall bare all the iK^irem and diittes now poieesMd by 
the forest, flih and game <*oaimission. The commis- 
■ionere appointed under this section shall not receiye 
any con)()en9ation for their serrices, but shall receive 
the expenses actually and necessarily incurred by 
them in the discharge of the duties of their office to 
be audited by the comptroller. 

§ ft. IVyrest pireserve bocurd. — ^The terms of office of 
the members of the forest preserve board now »in 
office shall cease and determine within ten days after 
the passage of this act, and the powers, duties and 
functions now by law exercised by and imposed on 
them are hereby granted to and vested in the forest, 
fish and game commission, as provided for by this act. 
The governor may in h^ discretion after January first, 
nineteen hundred and three from time to time desig- 
nate two commissioners of the land office who shall 
act with the forest, fish and game com>miissioner in 
acquiring lands for the state under said act. If so 
designated such comimissioners of the land office and 
the forest, fish and game commissioner shall while 
such designations are in force constitute a board who 
shall have the same powers to acquire lands under 
said act that are now possessed by the forest preserve 
board. Lands shall not be purchased or acquired 
under chapter two hundred and twenty of the laws of 
eighteen hundred and ninety-seven, and the acttj 
amending the same and supplemental thereto except 
with the consent of the governor. 
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I 4. AWmk%ju Mftd (xmiuML — A bill for Mrviiceft of 
counsel or attomeye employed by tbe forest, fl«h and 
game comimiMlon vhall not be audited, allowed or 
paid except upon the written approval of the gov- 
ernor. 

§ 6. This act shall not affect any action or proceed- 
ing, civil or criminal, pending at the time of the tak- 
ing effect thereof, but such action or proceeding may 
be prosecuted or defended in the same manner and 
with the same effect as if this act had not been 
passed. 

' § 6. All acts and parts of acts are in so far as they 
are inconsistent with this act, hereby repealed. 

i 7. This act shall take effect immediately. 



POLLUTION OF WATERS* 

PENAL CODE. 

Section 390. Throwing gas tar, etc., into puBlic 
waters. — A person, who throws or deposits gas tar, or 
the refuse of a gas-house or gas-factory, or o£fal, re- 
fuse, or any other noxious, offensive, or poisonous 
substance into any public waters, or into any sewer or 
stream running or entering into such public waters, is 
guilty of a misdemeanor. 



THE LACEY ACT* 

UNITED STATES STATUTE). 

AN AC5T to enlarge the powers of the department of 
agriculture, prohibit the transportation by luter- 
. state ooanmerce of game killed in violation of local 
* laws, and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted hy the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives of the United States of America in Congress assem- 
hUdy That the duties and powers of the department of 
agriculture are hereby enlarged so as to include the 
preservation, distribution, introdu'ction, and restora- 
tion of game birds and other wild birds. The secre- 
tary of agriculture is hereby authorized to adopt 
such measures as may be necessary to carry out 
the purposes of this act and to purchase such 
game birds and other wild birds as may be re- 
quired therefor, subject, however, to the laws of 
the various states and territories. The object and 
purpose of this act is to aid in the restoration of such 
birds in those parts of the United States adapted 
thereto where the same have become scarce or ex- 
tinct, and also to regulate the introduction of Amer- 
ican or foreign birds or animals in localities where 
they have not heretofore existed. 

The secretary of agriculture shall from time to 
time collect and publish useful information as to the 
propagation, uses, and preservation of such birds. 

And the secretary of agriculture shall make and 
publish all needful rules and regulations for carrying

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out the ^urpofiM of thl« act, aad fftell expend for 
said purposes such sums as congrMw m&y appropri- 
ate therefor. 

I 2. That it shall be unlawful for any person or 
persons to import into the United States any foreign 
wild animal or bird except under special permit from 
the United States department of agriculture: Pro- 
vided, That nothing in this section shall restrict the 
importation of natural history sx>ecimens for muse- 
ums or scientific collections, or the importation of 
certain cage birds, such as domesticated canaries, 
parrots, or such other species as the secretary of 
agriculture may designate. 

The importation of the mongoose, the so-called 
" flying foxes " or fruit bats, the English sparrow, the 
starling, or such other birds or animals as the secre- 
tary of agriculture may from time to time declare 
Injurious to the Interest of agriculture or horticulture 
is hereby prohibited, and such species upon arrival 
at any of the ports of the United States shall be 
destroyed or returned at the expense of the owner. 
The secretary of the treasury is hereby authorized to 
make regulations for carrying into effect the pro- 
visions of this section. 

§ 8. That it shall be unlawful for any person or 
persons to deliver to any common carrier, or for any 
common carrier to transport from one state or terri- 
tory to another state or territory, or from the District 
of Columbia or Alaska to any state or territory, or 
from any state or territory to the District of Colum- 
bia or Alaska, any foreign animals or birds the im- 
portation of which is prohibited, or the dead bodies 
or parts thereof of any wild animals or birds, where 
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su-ch animals or Mrdt hare been killed In yio-latioB 
of tko laws of tho state, territory, or district in whick 
the same were killed: Provided, That nothing herein 
shall preyenit the transportation of any dead birds or 
animals killed during the season when the same may 
be lawfully captured, and the export of which is not 
profhiblted by law in the state, territory, or district 
in which the same are killed. 

I 4. That all packages containing such dead ani- 
mals, birds, or parts thereof, when shipped by inter- 
state commerce, as provided in section one of this 
act, shall be plainly and clearly marked, so that the 
name and address of the shipper and the nature of 
the contents may be readily ascertained on inspection 
of the outside of such packages. For each evasion 
or violation of this act the shipper shall, upon con- 
viction, pay a fine of not exceeding two hundred dol- 
lars; and the consignee knowingly receiving such 
articles so shipped and transported in violation of 
this act shall, upon conviction, pay a fine of not ex- 
ceeding two hundred dollars; and the carrier know- 
ingly carrying or transporting the same shall, upon 
conviction, pay a fine of not exceeding two hundred 
dollars. 

§ 5. That all dead bodies, or parts thereof, of any 
foreign game animals, or game or song birds, the im- 
portation of which is prohibited, or the dead bodies, 
or parts thereof, of any wild game animals, or game 
or song birds transported into any state or territory, 
or remaining therein for use, consumption, sale, or 
storage therein, shall upon arrival in such state or 
territory be subject to the operation and effect of 
the laws of such state or territory enacted in the 
exercise of its police powers, to the same extent and 
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In the same manner ai thoncrh luch aniniAls and birds 
had been produced In such sitate or territory, and 
shall not be exem|>t therefrom by reason of being 
introduiced therein in original packages or otherwise. 
ITiis act shall not prevent the importation, transiwr- 
tation, or sale of birds or bird plumage manufactured 
from the feathers of barnyard fowL
